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PREFACE. 


The tedious & difficult task both of compiling & correctly prin- 
ting the Iris Dictionary now offered to the Public, hath been un- 


dertaken by its Editor with a view not only to preſerve for the 
natives of Ireland, but allo to recommend to the notice of thoſe of 
other Countries, a language Which is aſſerted by very Learned Fo- 
reigners to be the moſt ancient, & beſt preſerved Dialect of the 
old Celtic tongue of the Gauls & Celttberians; and, at the ſame 
time, the moſt uſeful for Inveſtigating & Clearing up the antiqui- 
ties of the Celtic nations in General: two points which ir is humbly 
hoped the Learned Reader will find pretty well confirmed, if not 
clearly verified in this Dictionary; & which it is natural to expect 
may engage the attention of the Litterati of our Neighbhouring Countries 
to this ancient Dialect of the Celtic tongue. a third conſideration re- 
garding this language, & which is grounded on a fact that is ſolidly 
proved by Mr. Edward Lhuyd, a Learned & judicious antiquary , 
viz. that the Guidhelians or old Irish, had been the primitive Inha- 
bitants of great Britain before the Anceſtors of the Welsh arrived 
in that Iſland, & that the Celtic Dialect of thoſe Guidhelians, was 
then the univerſal language of the whole British Iſle ; this conſideration * 
I ſay, which regards an important fact of antiquity, whoſe proofs 


shall hereafter be produced, will I am confident, appear intereſting 


enough in the eyes of Learned foreigners, eſpecially thoſe of Bri- 
tain, to excite their curioſity & attention towards the Iherno-Celtic 
Dialect, & engage them to verify by their own application, the uſe 
it may be of for Illuſtrating the antiquities of the greater British 
Iſle. ſome inſtances of its _ in this reſpect shall be added in 


the ſequel of this Preface, to thoſe that are produced by Mr. Lhuyd. 


A fourth circumſtance which muſt naturally incite the Litterati of 


different nations to a conlideration of the Irish language, as explained 


in this Dictionary, is the very cloſe & ſtriking affinity it bears, in 
an abundant variety of words, not only with the old British in its 
different dialects the Velsh, & Armoric , beſides the old Spanish or 
Cantabrian language preſerved in Navarre , Biſcaye, & Baſque ; but

alſo with the Greek & Latin; and more eſpecially with the Latter, - 
as appears views; the courſe of this work, wherein every near 

affinity is remarked as it occurs, whatever language it regards. Shott 
ſpecimens of the affinity of the Irish with the Latin & Greek, shall 
be laid down in this Preface. & the plain fact of this abundant af- 
finity of the Iherno-Celtic Diale& with the Latin in ſuch words of 


ehe tame ſignification as no language could want, should I prefume 


be eſteemed a ſtrong proof that the Lingua-priſca of the Aborigines 
of Italy, from which the Latin of the twelve tables, & afrerwards 
the Roman language were derived, conld be nothing elſe than a 
Diale& of the primitive Celtic, the firſt univerſal language of all 
Europe: but. a Dialect indeed, which in proceſs of time received 
ſome mixture of the Greek, eſpecially the Æolic, from the Colonies 
or rather Adventurers which anciently came to Italy from Pelopo- 
neſus, agreable to that ſaying of Dionys. Halicarnas. Romani autem 
ſermone nec prorſus barbaro , nec abſolute Greco utuntur , ſed ex utro- 

e mixto , accedente in pleriſque ad proprietatem lingue Aolice. But 
it shall appear from this Dictionary, & partly from what shall be 
laid down in this Preface, that the Greek it ſelf had a ſtrong mixture 
of the primitive Celtic, which was a more univerſal language, & 
more ſimple in the radical formation of its words. 

But before we can expect that the conſiderations now ſet down, 


as motives of Incitement for Learned Foreigners to take particular 


notice of the Irish language, should be of due weight in their eyes; 
it is natural & neceſlary we should firſt make —_ that our 
aſſertions concerning theſe motives are grounded either on good re- 
aſons or reſpectable authorities. and now, as to the two firſt aſſer- 
tions, viz. that the Irish Language is acknowledged by very Lear- 
ned Foreigners to be the beſt preſerved Dialect of the old Celtic of 
the Gauls & Celtiberians , & the moſt uſeful for Illuſtrating the an- 
riquities of the Celtic nations in general; ro juſtifie this aſſertion , 
we have only to refer the Learned Reader both ro the honorable 
teſtimony of the great Leibnirz, as it ſtands in the title-page of this 
work , & to ſeveral Remarks of the like nature made 7 the Le- 
arned & Candid Mr. Eward Lhuyd, not only in the Preface of his 
Irish vocabulary, but alſo in his Letter to his Country-men the els 
at the head of his Archeologia Britannica; which is published in 
English by Dr. Nicholſon in his Irish Library. In the former Mr. 
Lhuyd candidly acknowledges that the roots of the Latin are better 
& more abundantly preſerved in the Irish than in the Welsh, which 
is the only Celtic Diale& that can pretend to. vie with the IBerno- 
Celtic with regard to purkcy or perfection; and adds the following 
words.» your Language, ſays he to the Irish nation, is better ſitu- 


„ ated for being preſerved, than any another language to this day 
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ſpoken throughout Europe. « His reaſon Without doubt for this aſſer- 
tion, Was becauſe Languages are beſt preſerved in Iſlands & in mo- 
untain- countries, being the moſt difficult of acceſs for ſtrangers; & 
eſpecially becauſe the Roman arms never reached Ireland, which 
received no Colonies but from the Celtic countries. im another part 
of the ſame Preface this Author obſerves that the Eminent antiqua- 
ries Cambden, Bochart, Boxhorn & other Learned men of that kind, 
acknowledged the utility of the Irish & Welsk Dialects for the Illu- 
ſtration of antiquities , & that they themſelves did not write ſo 
fully & copiously as they would have done , if they had been 
maſters of thoſe languages. He likewiſe obſerves that it was impoſ- 
fible for Menage & Aldrete to have fully ſucceeded in accounting for 
the radical derivation of the — they undertook to explain, 
without ſome perfection of knowledge of the Irish language or of 
the Welsh. : 
But in his Letter to his own country-men the Welsh, this Can- 
did writer entirely gives the preference to the Irish before his own 
native language, not only for purity & perfection, as well as for 
antiquity of eſtablishment in the British Ifles , but alſo for its utility 
in Iluſtating the remote antiquities of great Britain. the truth of 
this aſſertion very ſufficiently appears from the following words of 
Mr. Lhuyd in that Letter. » We — then, ſays he to the Welsh, how 
22 e e the Irish Language is, to thoſe who will undertake 
» to write of the antiquities of the Ifle of Britain: and by reading 
„ the firſt ſection of this Book, it will be alſo evident that it is im- 
„ poſſible to be a complete maſter of the ancient Briush , without 4 
» competent knowledge of the Irish. « Mx, Lhuyd's foundation for this 
aſſertion in favour of the Irish Language, will appear in full light 
in the following arguments in ſupport of the third conſideration , 
which we have laid down as one motive for Learned Foreigners to 
take notice of the Irish Language, & which is, that the Guidhe- 
lians , or old Irish, wete Inhabitants & poſſeſſors of great Britain 
before thoſe Bricans who were the Anceſtors of the Welsh ; & that 
the Guidhelian Language, which Mr. Lhuyd gives good reaſons for 
concluding to be the ſame as that of the Gauls of thoſe days, 
was the univerſal Dialect of Britain before the British, which was 
x in that Iſland by the colony from which proceeded the 
Wels | | 
This aſſertion Mr. Lhuyd' ſupports with very ſolid reaſons & ar- 
guments, amounting , in my humble opinion, to as high a degree 
of evidence as the ſubject can naturally bear. Bur before we pro- 
duce them, which shall be done in his own words, it is fit to 
obſerve that this writer lays down as his opinion, that the an- 
cient Plauters of Ireland conſiſted of two different nations of people, 
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co- inhabiting & mixed with each other in that Iſland. The one he pro- 
ves to have been originally a Gaulich Colony, from the near & 
abundant „ 7 a part of the Irich language with that of 
the old Gauls, as far as it can now be traced or diſcovered. and 
the other he derives from Spain, grounding himself on the affinit 
he had oblerved between a part of the Irich & the old Spanish 
or Cantabrian language, & which he shews in a long liſt of words 
of the ſame meaning in both languages. The Colony which originally 
proceeded: from Gaul he calls by the name of Guidhel; & lo the 
Irish called themſelves by that of Gaidkhi/, which is but an abuſive 
writing of the word Gaz//, the plural of Gall, Lat. Gallus, a Gaul. 
vid. Remarks on the Letter A and the colony which came from 
Spain, & brought a mixture of the old Spanish into the Irish, 
Mr. Lhuyd ſuppoſes to be the Scots, relying on the authority of 
the Irish Hiſtorians & of Nenius the Britan, who agree in bringin 
the Scors into Ireland immediately from Spain; though they are all 
at the ſame time of one voice in affirming them to be Scythians. & 
not only Nenizs calls them Scythians in the following paſſage, where 
after calling them Scoti ( becauſe the Britans called them 5-Scot) 
when he mentions their coming from Spain, noviſſime venerunt Scott 
a partibus Hiſpaniæ ad Hiberniam , he then in the following words 
calls them Scythians; Scythe in quarta mundi atate Hiberniam obti- 
nuerunt: but as to this early Epoch he only mentions it on the credit 
of the Iris antiquaries, as appears by the words, ſic mihi peritiſſimi 
Scotorum nunciaverunt, immediately preceding thoſe laſt above cited; 
not only Nenius, I ſay, calls the Scots by the national name of Scy- 
thi ani, but in like manner King Alfred in his tranſlation of the hiſtory 
of Oroſius into the Anglo-Saxon language, renders the word Scoti 
by Scyttan; & Cambden Infarms us that the Anglo-Saxons_who in- 
habited the northern parts of England on the e of Scotland 
in his own time, always called the Scots by the name of Skites 
or Skets. And the low Germans have no other name for either the 
Scots or Scythians but Scutten; Which shes that they always knew 
the Scots & the Scythians to be only one & the ſame people : or 
in other words, that from their firſt knowledge of the Scots being 
Inhabirants of Ireland, & afterwards of the north of Britain, they 
knew them to be Scythians, & that both names were ſynonimous; 
or rather that the Britich word Scot or y-Scor, the Irish Scuit, & the 
Lat. Scoti, were but different pronunciations of the Greek Scythal & 
the German Scutten. | | | 
| Theſe Authorities will always be an unſurmontable bar in the 
way of eſtablishing the new-invented ſyſtem of the antiquity of the 
Scots, by pretending to derive them from the Caledonians: a ſyſtem 
which Mr. David Malcolme Miniſter of Duddingſton in Scotland, 


boaſts 
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boaſts of as his own invention, in the work intitled a Collection of 
Letters, &c. printed at Edinburgh an. 1739. & this new invention 
has been fruitful enough to produce another of a more elevated 
nature, calculated chiefly ro confirm that of Mr. Malcolme; 1 mean 
the Erſe or Iris Poems of Mr. Macpherſon, pretended to be the 
work of a Scorish (i. e. Caledonian) Bard of the fourth century. vid. 
Mem. de M. de C. ſur les Poemes de M. Macpherſon,” Journ. des Sgavants , 
an 1764. Mai, Juin, &c. but who could ever imagine that 
Mr. Malcolme would be bold enough to pretend to ground his new 
fyſtem of the antiquity of the Scots in Britain, upon Mr. Lhuyd's 
curious diſcovery of the Irish Guidhelians having been the earlieſt 
Inhabitants of the Brizisk Iſle; ſince this Learned antiquary ſo expresſly , 
& even repeatedly diſtinguishes theſe Guidhelians from the Scots, 
whom he declares to be a quite different nation, who firſt came 
from Spain into Ireland, & there co-inhabired with the Guidhelians, 
Who, before, had been Inhabitants of Britain? 

For this reaſon the * vr Inventor of the modern ſcheme of 
Scotish antiquity , entirely overlooks What Mr. Lhuyd lays of the 
Scots as being a nation quite different from rhe Guidhelians; and takes 
care to quote no more of that Learned Antiquary's teflections for 
the. foundation of his new ſyſtem, than what he writes of the Gui- 
dhelians alone, whom Mr. Malcolme Identifies with the Caledonians, 
& theſe with the Scots. But one point relative to the Scots, & a 
point which ſuffers not the leaſt doubt, is , that whatever part of 
the world they immediately came from te Ireland, they were mere 
 Scythians by nation, either Aſctatic or European; but much more 
probably of the latter, I mean Scandiuavians, or other northern 
Germans , of whom Plinius (lib. 4. c. 12.) ſays, Scytharum nomen 
uſquequaque tranſe:t in Sarmatas atque Germanos ; & Anaſtaſius Sinaita, 
( queſt. 38.) Scythiam ſoliti ſunt vocare veteres omnem regionem Bo- 
realem ubi ſunt Gothi, & Dani. But it is far from being certain or 
univerſally agreed on, that the Caledonians were originally Scythi ans, 
or Germans, as Tacitus conjectures, rather than mere painted Brirans 
of the ſame ſtock with the Felsh, whole Anceſtors were likewiſe 
a painted people before the Romans reduced then into a Province, 
& brought them to conform ro the Roman manners. And anorher 
point equally certain, is that the Scots never inhabited Britain be- 
Fre their arrival in Ireland ; but came directly by ſea to this latter 
Iſland, from which, after a long proceſs of time, they ſent a Colony 
ro the north weſt coaſt of Britain; and this point is univerſall 
agreed on by all the Scotisk writers, none excepted, before Mr. Mal- 
colme's time, who therefore is well grounded to vindicate to him- 
ſelf alone the invention of the new Scheme of Scotish antiquities, 
firſt broached in his Lerter ro Archimedes the CUE KA „Es afrer- 
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wards enlarged upon in his ſubſequent Letters & remarks. But Mr. 
Lhuyd' is far from Authorizing Mr. Malcolme's ſyſtem of Identifying 
the Caledonians or old Pids with the Scots; Bacs he ſays „ that 
» though their language is loſt, yet their remains or poſterity are 
ce yet intermixt With Scots, Strat=clyd Britons , old Saxons, Danes 
& Normans; « where we ſee he entirely diſtinguishes the Caledo- 
nians (who with him are the ſame” people with the old British 
Pits) from the Scots, as well as from the old Saxons, &c. 
Now, with regard to Mr. Lhuyd's opinion that the Scots were the 
people that brought the old Spanish language to Ireland, & there 
mixed it with the Dialect of the Guidielians, with whom they be- 
dame co · inhabitants; this notion would not have been entertained 
by that Learned Gentleman, had he been thoroughly acquainted 
With Irish antiquities. For in the firſt place, the general tradition of 
the old Irish, handed down to us by all our Hiſtorians & other 
Writers, Imports that when the Scots arrived in Ireland, they ſpoke 
the ſame language with that of the Tuatha-de-Danain, i. e. the 
Danish tribes , who were their immediate predeceſſors in the uſur- 
pation & chief ſway of the Iſland, at leaſt in the Northern Provin- 
ces: & in the next, if we ſuppoſe it a real fact that the Scots 
came directly from Spain to Ireland; we muſt in all reaſon, & for 
Want of further light from either Latin or Greek writers, regard 
them only as a part either of thoſe Germans , of whom Seneca , 
about the year 60 of the Chriſtian Ara, ſays that the Pyrenean 
mountains were not a ſufficient Barrier 3 their incurſions into 
Spain; Pyrenæus Germanorum tranſitus non inhibuit; per invia perque 
incognita verſavit ſe humana levitas. Sen. de conſolat. ad Albinum: 
or elſe of the other ſwarm of remote or northern Germans, of whom 
Oroſius, by the words, Germani ulteriores , Gallieno Imperatore. , 
abraſa potiti ſunt Hiſpania , &c. informs us that they Invaded, plun- 


dered, & poſſeſſed themſelves of Spain for twelve years; that is to 


ſay, from the reign of the indolent Emperor Gallienus about the 
year 260, to that of the brave Valerianus, who by his General 

aturninus partly routed them out of Spain, & probably ſettled another 
part of thoſe Barbarians in ſome portions of Land, under condition 
of ſerving the Empire, as may be inferred from a ſpeech of thar 
General, wherein he boaſts of having pacified Spain by his expedition 
againſt thoſe Invaders in the year 273. We ſee then that neither of 


thoſe rwo {warms of — Fun had been ſuffered to re- 
main long enough in Spain, to have exchanged their native lan- 


* 


nage for the Spanish: for theſe latter mentioned by Oroſeus had 
ut twelve years ſettlement in that country; & for the other Band 
of German Rovers mentioned by Seneca, we find no further account 
of them in any other Author. whence it is natural to conclude, that 
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they were only a flying party, who went about for the ſake of plunder. 
however that may be, it is natural to think it an unlikely ory 


that a Scythian people sbould have been the Importers of the old 


| Spanish language into Jreland; though the fact of its having been 


brought very anciently into that Iſland is not the leſs certain; & 
that, by a Colony of the old Spaniards, who co-inhabited with the 
Guidelians , but in a ſmaller number, as appears by the nature of 
the Irish rongue in which the Gaulish Celtic predominates over all other 
mixtures, not only of the old Spanisk, but alſo of the Scandinavian 


. & other Scytho-German Dialects, though Ireland anciently received 


three or four different colonies, or rather ſwarms of adventures, 
from them quarters, the Scots were the laſt of them; unleſs we should 


count as a colony thoſe ferocious Danes & Norvegians who infeſ- 
ted us, & tyranized over moſt of the maritime parrs of our Iſland, 
from the beginning of the ninth century to the year 1014, when 


the ever victorious Brien Borove, after a continued ſeries of thir 

pitched battles fought againſt them in different parts of the Kingdom, 
at laſt entirely & irrerrieveaby broke their power at the memorable 
battle of clontarf near Dublin. as a more ample enquiry into the 
origin of the Scots, & the antiquity of their eſtablichmentr in Ireland, 
would ſtretch out this Preface to an enormous length, I therefore 


reſerve it for another work, which is already fo far adyanced that 
it may in a short time be made ready for the preſs. 


We are now to lay down Mr. Zhuid's reaſons for concluding that 
the Guidhelian Irish were Inhabitants of all Britain before the An- 
ceſtors of the Felsh. Other writers had indeed declared it as 
their opinion, that Ire/and was firſt peopled from the greater British 
Iſle, which in like manner received its firſt Inhabitants from Gaul, 
by the short paſſage frem Calais to Dover, according to thoſe 
writers; for Which they have aſſigned no other reaſon, than that 
every Iſland should in all ſeeming reaſon have received its firſt 


Planters from whatever peopled land happened to be the neareſt ro 


it; & that too by the shorteſt paſſage. But ro make this argument 


concluſive for this point, it should firſt be proved that none of the 


nations on the continent near thoſe Iſlands, had the uſe of ships or 


practiſed wy ſort of navigation, as early as the time in which thoſe 


Iſlands are ſuppoſed to have been peopled. for if the Spaniards , 
the Gauls, or the Lower-Germans had been at that time accuſtomed 
to go to ſea, were it only for fishing, or plundering the neighbo- 


uring coaſts, it might very naturally have happened that ſome parties 


of them, even by an accidental ſtreſs of weather, would have diſ- 


covered & afterwards planted both the Britisſ Iles, before the In- 


habitants of Gaul on the coaſts abour Calais, had entertained any 
thoughts of extending their Knowledge of Britain beyond the white 
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Cliffs of Dover. in which caſe, the opinion of Tacitus (de morib. 
German. e. 1.) » That in ancient times people ſought out new ha- 
„ bitations rather by ſea than by Land, « would have been verified 
with regard to the firſt peopling of the British Ifles. Bur Mr. Zhuyd's 
reaſonings to prove the fact of the Irish Guidhelians having been In- 
habitans of Britain before the Anceſtors of the Velsh, are liable to. 
no ſuch exceptions, as they are grounded upon what may be cal- 
led living evidences, conſiſting in plain & natural Ve ſtiges of thoſe 
_ Guidhetians ſtill remaining after them throughout the whole Iſland. 
Here I lay them before the Reader in Mr. Lhuyd's own words: 
» Seing then it is ſome what manifeſt that the ancient Inhabitants 
„ of Treland' confiſted of two nations; that the Guidhelians were 
» Britons, & that Nennius & others wrote many ages ſince an un- 
» queſtionable truth, when they aſſerted tie Scoti s nation's: coming 
„ out of Spain; the next thing I have to make out is that that part ot 
« them called Guidhelians have once dwelt in England & Vales. 
„There are none of the Irish themſelves that I know of, amongſt 
» all the writings they have published about the origin & hiſtory of 
their nation, that maintained they were poſſeſſed of England & 
» Wales; & yet whoever takes notice of a great many of the names. 
» of the Rivers & mountains throughout the 1 1 > Will find no, 
« reaſon to doubt, bur the Irisk muſt have been the Inhabitants, when: 
» thoſe names were impoſed upon them. There was no name an- 
» ciently more common (in Britain) on Rivers, than Uſe , which.the- 
» Romans writ-Iſca & Oſca; & yet retained in English-, as I have 
» elſey here obſerved, in the ſeveral names of A, Ee, Usk, 
« and ax, ex, ox, &e. vid. Archelog: p. 7. col. 3. now, though there: 
„ be a conſiderable River in Wales of that name Uiſc, from which 
Carleon, in British called Caer-leon ar uiſce, derives its name; & ano 
« ther in Devon, (from which the city of Exceter, in British called; 
Gaer-esk , has its name, ſee the note en the word uiſge infra) „ 
yer the ſignification of the word is not underſtood either in Velos 
4 or in the Cornisk. Neither is it leſs. vain labour to look for it in: 
„ the British of Wales, Cornwal, or Armoric Britain, than it would 
„ be to ſearch for Avon, which is a name for ſome of the Rivers. 
« of Englund, in the English. the ſignification of the word in Iris: 
„ is Vater. And as the words Coom, Dore, Stour , Taine, Dove, Avon, &c. 
„in England, confeſs that they are no other than the Welsh ,. Kum, 
Dur, Fſdur, Tau, Divi, & Avon, & thereby shew the Felsh to. 
„ be their old. Inhabitants : ſo do the words uiſe, Luch (or Eoch, or 
Hach] Kinnuy, Ban, Drim, Techlia, & ſeveral; others in Britain, 
„ makes it appear thap the Irish were. anciently poſſeſſed. of thoſe 
«places x foraſmuch as in their language che ſignifications of the- 
„. Words. are, Water, Lake, a great River, (or, literally a head-Riyer h 
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4 Mountain, « back or Ridge, a grey ftonag As for the werd wiſc 
» er uiſge, it is ſo well known, that they uſe no other Word at 
-» all for water. And I have formerly ſuſpected that in regard there 
„are ſo many Rivers of that name in England, the word might 
» have been anciently. in our language: but having looked for it in 
= vain in the old Loegrian British, ſtill retained in, Carnual & Baſſe- 
„Bretagne, & teflecting that it was impoſſible, had it been once in 
„ the British , that both they & wie should loſe a word of fo com 
« mon an uſe, & ſo — a fignification ;; I could find no place 
» to doubt, but that the Guidhetians have formerly lived all over 
» this Kingdom, & that our Anceſtors had forced the. greateſt part of 
„ them to retire to the north & to Ireland; in the ſame manner that 
« the Romans afterwards ſubdued us, & as the Barbarians of Ger- 
„ many & Denmark, _ the dowafal of the Roman power, have 
„ drivenus, one age after another, to our preſent limits. we ſee 
» then how neceſlary the Irish language is to thoſe who shall undertake 
„to write of the antiquities of the Iſle of Britain; and by reading; 
„the firſt ſection of this Book, it will be alſo evident that it is 
» impoſſible ro be a complete maſtes of wie ancient British, withour 
„a competent kowledge of the Irizh. nor is it neceſſary for ſatisfa- 
« Ction herein, to look farther than for our common names for a Sheep- 
„fold, & Milch-cattle : for who should ever know the reaſon of out 
» Calling. a sheepfold Kor-lan, although» he Knows lan, the latter 
„ ſyllable of the word, ſignifies a yard or fold, unleſs he allo knows: 
» that the Frish call a sheep Caor? Or why it is that we call Milch- 
» cows Guartheg-blithion ,, unleſs be knows that Blathuin in the ſame 
„ language ſignifies. co Milk: & fo for a great number of other words 
» which We have neither leiſure nor room to take notice of at pre- 
» ſent, nor indeed any neceſlity , in regard they are obvious to all 
» obſervers in the following book. « N. B. A part of theſe words; 
meant here by the author are to be found p. 7. col. 1. &c. of his 
Archæologia. 1 
This Learned antiquary reſumes this argument in other Works, & 
wWritings. In one of his Letters to Mr. Rowland the Author of Mona 
Antiqua, we find the following words; » indeed it ſeems to me- 
« that the Iris have in a great meaſure kept up two. languages, the 
» ancient Britsh, & the old Spanish, which a colony of them brought: 
» from Spain. For notwithſtanding their Hiſtories (as thoſe of the. 
„origin of other nations) be involved in fabulous accounts, yet that 
» there came a Spanish colony into Ireland, is very manifeſt from a 
» compariſon of the Irish tongue partly. with the modern. Spanish, 
» but eſpecially. with the Cantabrian or Baſque , & this should. engage 
» us to have 7 area ok more regard than we uſually have to ſuch 
fabulous hiſtories « the ſame Writer, in his adverſaria poſthuma. de

repeats that the names Aſc, Iſc, Oſe, Uſe of Rivers in — Bri- 
rain , varied by moderns into Ax, Ex, Ox, Ux, are but corrupt 
writings of the Iris word Uiſc, Uiſge , or Eaſe, (for ſo it is wri- 
tten indifferently in the old parchment Manuſcripts) ſignifying water : 
& Mr. Baxter in his Gloſſarium antiquitatum Britannicarum acknows- 
ledges the ſame thing. | 57 45 * 
To all this I shall add ſome remarks of my own upon Mr. Row- 
lands deſcription of the Iſle of Angleſy, the laſt refuge of the re- 
mains of the old Guidhelian Druids from the Roman Tyranny. In this 
Iſland I have remarked the following Yeftiges of the Guidhelians, or 
Irish, & of the Irish language. in the firſt place Mr. Roland, in his 
Mona Antiqua p. 27. obſerves that the Veſtiges of old habitations 
ſtill to be Reg on the tops of high places in Angleſy, are called to 
this day Ceitir Guidelod, which he interprets, the Irish mens cottages, 
but should more properly & Literally be rendered, the Irish-men's 
 habitations or ſeats; for the Irish word Cathair, of which Ceitir is a 
corruption, ſignifies either a City, or town, or habitation. And Mr. 
Rowland very juſtly obſerves in the {ame place, not only that thoſe 
are the 6 es of the firſt habitations that were made by the firſt 
planters o che Ifland, becauſe the valleys were then all covered 
with woods which were the haunt of wolves & other wild beaſts, 
but alſo that thoſe old ruins of habitations could not be ſo called as 
being built by thoſe Irish Ravagers or plunderers who came to the 
Iſland, under the Command of Sirig, towards the end of the th 
century, & from whom the place called yr fliric y Guydhil where 
this Commander engaged & defeated rhe Britons, derives its name 
(vid. Humfred. Lhuyd. deſcript. Walliz & Cambd. in Angleſy.) & 
this laſt Aſſertion Mr. Rowland ſupports with this plain & ſound 
reaſon, that thoſe Irish plunderers — good habirations already 
made to their hand in the Tfland. and indeed, it is not natural that 
- flying party of e who rush in upon a coaſt with the mere 
deſign of plunder, should think of building forts on high places wit- 
hour a view of conqueſt or permanent ſettlement in the Country; 
nor does it ſeem that that Band of Jrishmen had time enough allowed 
them for forming ſuch a project, before they were attacked & rou- 
ted by a ſuperieur number of the Britons led againſt them by Caſ- 
 -wathon Lhawir, Prince of north F ales, 1 1 
Two other places or objects in the ſame Iſland, whoſe names are 
mere plain Irish, & not underſtood by the Welsh, are ſo many li- 
ving evidences of the Iris being the ancient Inhabitants of them 
parts before the Felsh. The Landing place of the Ferry or paſlage 
from north Vales to Angleſy is called Port-aeth-wy , for ſo the Welsk 
write it. Mr. Rowland , for want of underſtanding the Irish, is drove 
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to the neceſſity of giving this compound word an abſurd & ftrai- 
ned interptetation, as if it meant, the paſſage which ſome before had 
paſſed over. Thele are his very wotds. Now this word is of ſo plain 
a 1ignification in Irish, that a child bred up to the uſe of that lan- 
gnage would underſtand the genuine. meaning of it, at its very 

cſt utterance. The three monoſyllables, of which this complex word 
Port-aeth-wy is compoſed , lignify in Iris, the bank, or landing 
place of the yellow ford or paſlage ; port being the Irish for a bark 
or port, Lat. portus ; 4th, or adh, the Itish for a "a+ or paſſage, 
Lat. yadumni ; & bui, or Shui, pronounced wy, the Irish for yellow. 
And indeed no name of a place could have a mote natural ſignifi- 
cation , as the water of that ſmall arm of rhe ſea is always of a 
yellowish colour; & if my memory does not = much deceive me, 
the earth or ſoil on beth fides of that paſſage is of a ſaffron or ruddy 
hue. It is alſo remarkable that Tin- datm-uy, the name of the terri- 
tory adjacent to this place called port-ath-wy , is mere Irish; for gyn 
in Welsh ſignifies a country of region as tain does in Irish; ſo that 
the word was originally tain- ath-Bhui, the territory of the yellow 
ford. The other veſtige of ancient Irish habitations in Anglely „is the 
name of the ruins of a great edifice in that Iſland, which Mr. Ro- 
land thinks to have been the Arch-Druid's ſupreme court of judica- 
ture. Thoſe ruins are to this day called Bruyn-gwin , as the Welsh 
write it: a plain Irish word which fignifies a white palace or houſe, 
the ſame as white hall in London. Bruigtean, pronounced Bruian or 
Bruyn , in Irish ſignifies a great houſe or palace, gin in the Welsk 
way of writing, is of the {ame ſignification with fĩonn or bar in Irish, 
which means white. Now as the Felsk have not the word Bruin in 
their language, Mr. Rowland vainly ſtrives to derive that word from 
the wel Breiniol i. e. ſupreme or Royal, & Gwyn, which in Welsh 
is the common word for white, he . or rather ſtrains into 
Cwyn , à ſuit or action at law. This indeed may juſtly be called a 
far fetched or forced interpretation, while the meaning of the word 
is quite plain & natural in the Irish language. | 
I shall finish this ſupplement to Mr. Zhuyd's obſervations, after 
remarking in the firſt place , that the name of the very Capiral of 
Britain, as it Was uſed in the time of the Romans, who added the 
termination (am) to it, was mere Guidhelian or Irish, in which lan- 
guage Long is ſtill the only word in common uſe ro ſignify a S]; 
as din or dion is, (& always has been uſed to“ imply)a place of 
ſafety or a ſtrong rown , being very nearly of the ſame ſignification 
with Dun, with this only difference that in the Iberno-Celtic lan- 
guage Dun ſignifies a fortified place that is conſtantly shut up or ba- 
rricaded, & Din or Dion literally means a place of Safety, a co- 
vered or walled town; ſo that Long-din or Long-dion, which the 


other Germans, forced the Guidheliars towards the northern parts 


Romans changed into Londinum, litterally ſignifies a crown of Ships 
or a place of Safety for Ships. To which may be added that the old 
name of the River of London was likewiſe very plain Guidhelian 
Irish. Cæſar calls that River 1 the name of Iſis, Which is only la- 
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rinizing the Guidhelian word Iſc , Vater, the name it then bore am- 
ongſt the people of the Country; & whether the word Tam was 
always F to Iſe or Is, either as an Epithet, or as being the 
name of the River Tame which joins its water, as it poſſibly might 
alſo have joined its appellative with the River Iſe or [cs 5 in either 
ſuppoſition the Izerno-Ce/tic word Tam, which ſignifies fill, quiet, 
gentle, ſmooth , &c. Was a very natural Epithet for the River Tha- 
mes, as well as it may be a very ſignificative name for the River 
Tame. To all this I shall not heſitate to add, that Albion the moſt 


ancient name of the greater British Ifle , & under which it was known 


to the Greeks, not only in the times of Piolemy, of Marcianus He- 


racleota , Eujtachius &c. but allo in the much more ancient time of 
Aristotle, or of . Theophraſtus, as is obſerved by the great Usher an- 
tiquit. Eccl. Brit. p. 378, that this name, I fay,, is plain Guidhelian 
Irish , in which language al or ail ſignifies a rocky.

_ . whence the Whole name Alban, Albain or Ailbion ſignifies the white 
Cliff :a very natural name in the mouth of à Gaul or Guidhelian 


laced on the continent at or near Calais, where the firſt & onl 
1 he has of the British Iſle, conſiſts in the bare ſight of the 
white Cliffs of Dover. this Guidhelian or Gaul having croſſed the 
Channel & obſerved the ſituation, & shape of the land about Dover, 
be calls it by the name of Cear-tir i, e. head-land, which Gu: dhelian 
word the Romans latinized into Cantium. A numerous Colony of the 
ſame nation being afrerwards come over to that Iſland, which they 
peopled by degrees from one end to the other; it is quite natural 
that they should have given names to all the remarkable objects of 
either nature or art throughout the whole. Country, ſuch as Rivers, 
Mountains, head- lands, towns & c: and accordingly. we ſtill find theſe 
Guidhelian names every where in England & Wales, all the way 
from Dover to York, I mean, from Cean-ur or Kent, to the River 


Iſe now called Ouſe , & by the Romans Is, which paſſes through York ; 


& from the River Iſca paſſing through rhe rown of Caer Leon ar Iſc 
in Monmouth shire, to Longdion, or Longdun, the City of London, 
& its River Tamh-iſc , Tlamiſis, the Thames. ee e He 
It is particularly ro be remarked that the Guidlielian Colony never 
gave any other name to the Iſland than that of Alban, or Albain; 
& that when the Belgics, afterwards called Britans, anceſtors of the 
Welsh, & who in all likelyhood were mixed, either from the be- 
gioning or by degres, with Gauls, as well as with Cimbrians & 
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ef the Iſle, the name they had firſt given it, followed them al- 
ways , ſo as to be appropriated to whatever tract they Inhabited. 
hence it came to pals that this name ſtuck at laſt to Caledonia or 
north Britain, afterwards called Scotland from the colony of Irisk 
Scots Who firſt ſettled in them parts under the Command of Fergus 
ſon of Erc & his Brothers, in the beginning of the 6th century. this 
circumſtance of Albain, the firſt name of” the whole Ifland, being 
limited at laſt to the northern parts of it, is clearly evinced by 
the conſtant tradition of the Irish, who never, even to this day, gave 
any other name than that of Albain to the country now called Scor- 
land by the English. And to finich my obſervations on this ſubject, 
I shall remark that Kimry or Kimraeg, the national name the Welsk 
diſtinguish themſelves by, though I do not find that they can acco- 
unt for its radical derivation in their own language, is a very plain 
Guidhelian or Irish Word, ſtill of common uſe in Ireland. Cumar 
in the Irish language ſignifies 4 deep valley between two hills, as 
Cumerach does a tract of Land conſiſting of hills & deep valleys, & 
the Inhabitants of ſuch a Country are — properly called cuma- 
raig. A well known example of this appellative is furnished by the 
diſtinctive ſurname of a branch of the O Briens of Thomond , which 
ſettled about the end of the 14th century in the Valleys & high 
lands called cumarach northwards of Dungarvan in the County of 
Waterford; from which they were always called Cumaraig, or the 
O Brieus of Cumarach, i. e. of the Valleys & hills. vid. Cumar infra, 
I need not obſerve that this is a very proper & ſignificative name for 
the Welsh, & that this national appellative they are diſtinguished 
by, is much more naturally deriveable from the nature of their co- 
untry, than from the ſuppoſition of their being either Gomarians or 
Cimbrians, as ſome writers have imagined. in the mean time, it is 
natural to think, that if the old Britans had the word Cumar in 
their language, with the meaning now explained, thoſe. of that na- 
tion who lived on the plains might have 2 the name of Cuma- 
raig corrupted into Kimraeg, to the Inhabitants of the hilly coun- 
tries of Wales & Cumberland. But if they never had it in their Dia- 
lect, it ſeems a plain caſe that theſe countries were firſt called 
cumarach by the Guidhelians, in whoſe language the word is ſtil] 
of common ule in Ireland , as above obſerved ; whence it is natural 
that the Britans finding thoſe countries in poſſeſſion of that name ar 
their arrival in the Iſland, always called the Inhabitants of them by 


that of Cumaraig or Kimraeg & Kimry according to the genius of 
their Dialet, Ee 

But however uſeful or neceſſary the Irish language may be for 
clearing up the antiquities of great Britain, ſome of our Learned 
Readers may very poſſibly think us quite preſumptuous, & even ex- 
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travagant, if we adopted the aſſertion of Mr. Lhuyd, » that the 
„Learned nations of France, Spain, & Italy will not be capable 
» of giving a full etymological account of thoſe languages which 
» Menage , Aldrete, & other Learned perſons endeavoured ro do, if 
„they do not acquire ſome perfection of knowledge of the Iris lan- 
” guage & the Velsh; which, without diſpute, are allowed to have 
» been the beſt preſerved part of the languages thoſe Learned men 
» treated of, before they were corrupred 1 the Romans, Goths & 
» Africans. » As to this aſſertion of Mr. Lhuyd in the Preface of his 
Irish vocabulary, I shall only be bold enough to aſſure the Reader 
from my own knowledge of the matter, that with regard ro Me- 
nage, (for I have not ſeen Aldrete's book) & even Ducange, any 
man of Letters well acquainted with the ITherno-Celtic Dialect, may 
with all the facility imaginable make up ſuch ſupplements ro the 
erudite performances of both the one & the other, as may com- 
prehend very extenſive & curious Improvements of their reſpective 
works. And to put the Learned Reader in the plain way of jud- 
ging whether it be poſſible that this Aſſertion may ee, be well 
grounded, I shall only deſire that he may join me in ſuppoſing » that 
» a Colony of Gauls or Celts might have ſeparated themſelves from 
« the reſt of their nation on the continent ſome hundreds of years 
„ before Julius Ceſar invaded Gaul, & that ever ſince their ſepara- 
« tion they lived together by themſelves in remote Iflands, without 
» being expoſed to fach a mixture of other people of different lan- 
» guages , as may cauſe any great alteration in the Dialect they ori- 
» pinally uſed in. common with the main body of the Gaulish na- 
» tion on the continent. But in the mean time the A n tongue 
» of their Brethren the Gauls on the continent, was from age to 
» age liable to corruption & alteration from their mixture, firſt. with 
» the Belgians & ket Germans, then with the Romans & their 
» troops of different nations conſtantly quartered amougſt them for 
» many centuries; & much earlier, as to the fouthern parts of Gaul, 
„ With the Phocean-Greeks of Marſeilles : beſide that the language of 
„a very extenſive & powerfull nation, confiſting of a great number 
» of different Tribes & Frovinces, whereof ſome are very remote 
» from others, is much more ſubje& to alteration than that of a Co- 
» lony of the ſame nation, which , from the time of its ſeparation, 
» has been concentered & kept together within the circumſcribed 

„ borders of an Ifland. . 
Now, if the primitive language of the Gauls on the continent, 
hath been at long run ſo entirely altered & diſguiſed , that very lit- 
tle of it is diſcernible in the Chaos of the many other different lan- 
guages it is confounded with, which is now its real ſtate; the Le- 
arned Reader is to Judge, whether it be not very natural to think, 
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that the Dialect of that Colony of ancient Gauls which brought aw. 
to their Iſlands, & there preſerved in the beſt manner the origin 
Celtic language, may be of great help to make this diſcernment, by 
pointing out & ſeparating from that Chaos the genuine remains of 
the old Gaulish tongue; & conſequently an effectual help & Guide 
in . tracing out the real Origin of thoſe words which Menage & 
Ducange undertook to explain? If the Reader Judges on the affir- 
mative fide of this queſtion , as it is natural to expect, he 
then will decide in favour of the Iherno-Celtic Dialect, as being 
that which furnishes the ſureſt clew for tracing out what may ſtill 
remain of the old language of Gaul, through the confuſed aflem- 
| blage of other foreign Dialects in which it is, Wrapt up & diſguiſed. 
For it ſeems certain, that the Gaidhelian or Gaulisch Colony which 
ſertled in Ireland, after inhabiting Britain for ſeveral ages, ſeparated 
from the Gauls of the continent long before their mixture with any 
Foreigners; ſince it appears from Cæſar's account of the infinice mul- 
titude of people, into which the Britons, anceſtors of the Velsh, 
were already grown in his time, that they had then been poſſeſſors 
of the Iſland for many centuries, after the Gaidhelians had palled 
over to Ireland. which number of centuries being added to thoſe 
which the Iris Gauls muſt neceſſarily have ſpent in the ſame Bri- 
tian Iſle, before they could multiply to a ſufficient number to people 
it univerſally, & give names, as hath been proved above, to its 
Rivers, mountains, & remarkable places from one end of it to the 
other; theſe two numbers of centuries being, I ſay, joined together, 
& conlidered as the ſpace of time between the epoch of the ſepa- 
tion of the Irish Gaidhelian or Gaulisch Colony from the Gauls on 
the continent, to that of Czſar's Invading Britain, muſt throw back 
that ſeparation to a period ef time much earlier than that of the 
| Belgic Germans mixing with the Gauls , or of any other mixture their 
language could have received. from which it is manifeſtly conſequent, 
that the. Gaidhelians brought away to the British Ifles the pure ori- 
ginal Celtie tongue of the primitive Gauls : & as to their preſer- 
ving it in the beſt manner poſſible, even to this day, the cbs al- 
ready alleged are ſufficient ro evince that point. 

The Remains of the Gaulish language in its preſent confuſed ſtate, 
are mixed with the old French or the German Dialect of Franconia, 
as alſo with the different Dialects of the Burgundians.8 Goths, from 
which the affinity of the French with the Halian in words which ate 
not of Latin extraction, is chiefly derived; (& this shews, by the 
bye, how improper it is to derive without diſtinction from the Ita- 
lian, as Menage generally does, thoſe French words which bear a 
reſemblance with Iralian words, or vice verſa; ſincethis reſemblance 
or affinity on both ſides, proceeds from one & the ſame common 
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ſource) & laſtly thoſe. Remains of the old Gaulisk tongue are mixed 

with the Latin, beſides the old mixture of the Belgic German. But 

one particular circumſtance of its Latin mixture, & a circumſtance 

that neither Ducange nor Menage ſeem to have taken any notice of, 
is that beſides rhe great multitude of words which the modern 

French language, made up of all the mixtures now mentioned , has 

really borrowed from the Latin, & are the more ealily diſcerned 

as they are generally formed upon. the genitive caſe of the Latin 

Words, as converſton, ſermon &c 3 it contains allo an abundant 

variety of other words, which, though ſeemingly of Latin extraction 
by their near affinity with words of the ſame tenſe in that language, 

are, notwithſtanding , genuine & real Celtic words, & the very 

Architypes or radicals upon which the Latin words have been formed. 
This will be more clearly underſtood & evinced from what shall 
be obſerved in hs! Gant concerning the ſtriking affinity of the Jrish 
With the Latin in an abundant variety of words. The {ure method 
of diſcerning thoſe original Celtic words reſembling the Latin in any 
European Diale& of the Celtic nations, is by conſidering , in the 
firſt place, if they are expreſſive either of ſuch ideas or ſuch objects 
of the ſenſes as no language can want words for from the begin- 
ning, becauſe no ſociety of people, nay, none of its particular mem- 
bers enjoying all the ſenſes, could at any time or in any country be 
ſtrangers to ſuch objects or ideas, & conſequently none deſtitute of 
words to diſtinguish them. & ſecondly to conſider if ſuch words be 
the only appellatives of their. reſpective objects or ideas uſed in the 
language either in common practice, or in old writings, for ſigni- 
fying the things they are appropriated to. all words in any of the 
Celtic Dialects, which can ſtand the teſt of theſe two qualities, may 
with full aſſurance be regarded as mere Celtic (though probably ſo- 
mewhat changed from their primitive form & pronunciation.) & not 
derived from the Latin, whatever reſemblance or affinity they may 
bear with Words of the ſame fignification in that language. 

It was upon the foundation of the two Characteriſtics now ex- 
plained, that I demonſtrated, as I cant but think, alt the: * 
tives of objects or ſigns of ideas in the liſt of Fish words published 
laſt year at London in the Proſpedus of the following Dictionary, to 
be pure original celtic, notwithſtanding their cloſe & ſtriking affi- 
nity with the Latin words of the ſame ſigniſication, Which are ſta- 
mped with plain marks of being rather derivatives of the Celtic words. 
— the ſort I am Speaking of; theſe being generally mezoſyllables , 
& ſeldom or never conſiſting of more than rwo ſyllables, whereas. 
the Latin words correſponding with the celtie monoſyllables, conſiſt 
generally of rwo ſyllables, as thoſe that agree in ſignification with 
; the Celtic words of two. ſyllables, are generally of three ar four 
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ſyllables; which according to the rules of etymology , evinces them to 
be derivatives from the more ſimple radicals of the celtic, of which 
the lingua priſca of the Aborigines, the mother of the Latin, was 
only a Dialect. Thus alſo , & upon the ſame foundation, we may, 
I think, aſſure ourſelves that the following French words, with a 
vaſt number of others of a like nature, are mere Celtic or Gaulish, 
though doubtleſs, ſomewhat changed from their primitive ſtructure 


as well as pronunciation; ſuch as, pain, vin, froment, homme, fem- 


me, pere, mere, fils, fille, ſaur, frete, lauf, cheval, cavale, jument, 
ame, cor, or corps, cæur, amour, &c. all ſignifying objects or things 
which no language can want words for, & which , at the ſame time, 
are, Ithink, the only words uſed in the French for the objects they 
reſpectively ſignify ; = both which characteriſtics it is evident they 
are not derivatives of the Latin, notwithſtanding their reſemblance 
to its words of the ſame meaning. And here I think it pertinent to 


remark that men of Letters, of the French, Spanish, & German na- 


tions, who had leiſure & curiofity enough to make out ample liſts 
of words bearing theſe two caracteriſtics, & reſembling the Latin in 
their reſpective Dialects, would thereby contribute in a very eſſential 


manner to the improvement of celtic Literature, And if the words of 


any kind which may be found to bear an affinity with the Greek 
as well as with the Latin, were marked & pointed out in ſuch liſts , 
it would, not only enlarge ſuch an Improvement, but alſo evince 
a curious point & matter of fact which I shall remark in the ſequel, 
when I have compared many Iberno-Celtic words with Greek words 
of the ſame or of an analogous ſignification, & which I douw't find 


that any writer has hitherto taken notice of, viz. That the Latin has 


borrowed much leſs of irs words from the Greek than is generally 
imagined, and that a vaſt number of thoſe Latin words which are 
ſuppoſed to be of Greek extraction, have been really & immediate! 

derived from the Celtic & not from the Greek, whole words of this: 
nature are likewiſe derivatives of the Celtic; or which is the ſame 
thing, either of the Phrygian or Thracian ; this latter people being un- 


r well as 2 of the former, according to 


the beſt authorities: & this confirms. the truth of Plato's ”m— in his: 
cratilus, that the Greeks have borrowed a great deal of their lan- 


guage from the Barbarians. Before I have done with this ſubje&t of 


the utility of the Jerno- Celtic Dialect towards Improving Celtic Lite- 
rature, & Illuſtrating the antiquities of the Celtic nations, I think it 
droper to produce ſome few examples of words or terms uſed in the 
bad & I. French, of whole radical ſtructure or derivation our Gloſflarians: 
or Erymologiſts , particularly Ducange & Menage, have not been able: 
to give any poſitive or ſatisfactory , explication : & examples which 
will juſtify in ſome meaſure my preceding aſlertion » that very con- 
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„ ſiderable ſupplements to the works of theſe two Learned Writers, 
„ may eaſily be made up with the help of the Iris language. « 
Firſt, I shall inſtance inthe word Allodium, in old English, Alleud, 
& in French alleu or Franc-alleu. It is agreed upon, that this word 
ſignifies a free hereditary property of long E in a family, 6 
Heſceriding from father to ſon, without chief-rent or other obligation to 
any Lord Paramount. But the radical derivation of the word is far 
from being agreed upon by our Gloſſographers, as appears at the words 
Allodium in Ducange , & Alleu or Franc-Alleu in Menage. Nothing 
more plainly intelligible than this word in the Irish language, whe- 
rein its true derivation is found & well known; and not, I dare 
ſay, in any other Celtic Dialect. The word Allod, otherwiſe written 
Allud, ſignifies, in Irish, any thing that is ancient. Thus, in All6d 
or in allud ſignifies anciently , Lat. olim, antiquitts. In aimſir all6id, 
in ancient times, Lat. tempore antiquo. Fearann allod , an angient Land- 
property, Lat. fundus antiquus ſeu predium antiquum. Mabin allod , 
old properties, or goods of any kind, in a family, Lat. ona allodialia. 
a like facility of explaining the radical derivation of the word feo- 
dum or feudum is furnished in the Irish language, wherein the com- 
mon & only word in uſe to ſignify a piece, portion, or diviſion of 
rr aſſigned to be cultivated under fem obligations, is the mono- 
yllable fed, which is viſibly the root of the Latin verb fodio, t 
dig or work at the ground; & it is natural to think that the Tatin, 
or the Lingua priſca, from which it is derived, had a noun, of 
the ſame radical ſtructure with this Iberno-Celtic word fd, from 
which the Latins derived the verb fodio, as verbs are generally for- 
med upon, & derived from the nouns. This celtic word f6d is evi- 
dently the root of the Latin 3 ſometimes Written feudum, of 
Which it likewiſe furnishes the true ſenſe & common meaning; as 
it fignifies a piece of Land or ground aſſigned for improvement, 
under ſome obligation to the Paramount, by which this kind of te- 
nure or property is diſtinguished from Allodium. Some modern wri=- 
ters, particularly Mr. Dalrimple , have advanced that the Germans 
were the firſt Authors of the feodal tenure ; an opinion which plainly 
: Shews that thoſe writers have not 8 very deep into the German 
antiquities, & the manner in which thoſe people lived in the ti- 
mes of Caſar & Tacitus; nor conſidered that the Emperor Alexan- 
der Severus in the year 222. eſtablished feodal tenures, called Mili- 
rary bene ſices, on he frontiers of the Empite, obliging the ptoprie- 
rots of them to defend the Limits of the Empire againſt the Barba- 
rians, by defending at the ſame time their own eee And if 
thoſe Writers had carried farther back their reſearches into antiquity, 
they would find in Diodorus Siculus lib. 1. that the Egyptians, for 
2 proof that the people of Argos & Athens, & of another City of 
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Greece named Afty deſcended from themſelves , alleged » that the 


» ſecond order of people amongſt them was thoſe unto whom the 
» Lands of the country were aſſigned, to the end they may the 
„better apply themſelves to arms for the defence of the co- 
» untry ; like thoſe of Egypt, who are there the proprietors of 
„ the Lands, & are therefore obliged to furnish ſoldiers for the 
„ wars at their own charge. I have bi often thinking that the cuſ- 
tom of feodal tenures for military ſervice among the Egyptians, de- 
rived its origin from the time that Joſeph bought for the King all 
the Lands of Egypt for the proviſions he furnished to the particular 
Proprietors, during the ſeven years of famine mentioned in Geneſis; 
after which event the King was at liberty to give out the ſame Lands 


in equal or proportionable diviſions, as Lycurgus did thoſe of his 


Juriſdiction, under the obligation of Military ſervice. Be fore that 


2 , the properties of particulars in Egypr , were, doubtleſs. of the 


ree Allodial Kind; which in the primitive times muſt have been the 
caſe in all other countries, 


Another word of the ſame nature with thoſe I have mentioned, 


TI mean ſoccagium , ſoccage, a tenure ſubject to ſervices of agricul- 
ture, or ſome other duties or rents to the Paramount, has its natu- 


ral root in the Iris language, wherein the monoſyllable Soc is the 


common & only appellative of a plough-share, or that pointed Iron- 


inſtrument - which lies perpendicular to the coulter , & parallel to the 
ridge. As this word ſoc has been in the old French or Gaulish lan- 


puage with the ſame meaning, I can't but think that that language 


ad alſo the word roth, plur. rothu , which in the Celtic means a 
Fheel & Wheels , and is the only word uſed for it in Irish, Lat. rota 
& Carruca , which latter word ſignifies a plough , as well as any wheel 
carriage (vid. Littlenton's Diction. in V Carruca) & whence in the 
modern French, a plough is called charrue, as it may as properly be 
called Roth, or plur. Rothu, from its wheels, being words of the 
ſame meaning. I therefore refer to the judicious Etymologiſts, whether 
the French words Roture & Roturier may not be more properly de- 


rived from Roth or Rochu ſignifying a plough, than from the py 


ciple of the Latin word rumpo, to break, becauſe agriculture chiefly 
conliſts in breaking or dividing the ground. vid. Menage in the word 


 Roture. And to finich my remarks on words of this nature, I shall 
only add, that I very much doubt if the root of the Tatin word Ar- 


marium , Armaria , can be as properly found in ony other living 
language of the Celtic nations, as in the Irish; wherein the mono- 
ſyllable Airm ſignifies any cloſe place, which is likewiſe the General 
ſignification of. the word Armarium, though ir is particularly uſed 
to ſignify a ſtore-houſe , a cloſet , a Cupboard, a Cheſt, a Study or 
Library. vid. du Cange , & Littleton's Dict. ad voc. Armarium. Thus

alſo the Irish word Cam, crooked or convex, is the root of the latin 
Camurus , as camuris cornibus of Virgil, & Camus of the French, And as 
to the names of Rivers, mountains, & towns all over the Celtic na- 
tions, I dare ſay no Celtic Dialect now ſubſiſting can equal the Irish 
in accounting for their radical derivations: for the etymological ex- 
planation of all the names of towns that end in Dun, I refer the 
Reader to that word in the following Dictionary, as I do to the word 
Magh, (which in Irish is the common word to ſignify a plain field 
or an _— piece of ground clear of trees or woods) for explai- 
ning thoſe which end in magus; of which Bochart (lib. 1. c. 42. p. 
757) aſſures us, there were more than thirty in the Celtic countries, 
beſides fax which he names. But Orte/l.us , Rhenanus & Cambden, who 
are followed by Bochart, & lately by Bullet & Peloutier, are all mi- 
ſtaken as ro the ſignification of the word magus, which they inter- 
pret a town or habitation, not conſidering that all towns or habita- 
tions would have as good right to that name as thoſe which ate 
particularly diſtinguished by it. The name Magh was doubtleſs given 
to thoſe plain or clear pieces of ground at or before the time of 
building thereupon the towns, whole names terminate in that mono- 
ſyllable, of which the Latins made magus : in the ſame manner as 
we read in the life of St. Patrick, that the town which he built on 
the high Hope of Druim Saileach, derived its name of Ard-magh, 
from its ſituation on à high field or plain, which clearly indicates the 
litteral ſignification of the Celtic word Magh. Thus alſo , for the lit- 
teral explicatien of the names of towns terminating in Durus or Du- 
rum, it is ſufficient to obſerve that in the Iherno-celtic Diale the 
monoſyllable dur ſignifies water; & accordingly it is obſervable, that 
thoſe towns are ſituate near ſome Rivers, '% 44 or marshes, or other- 


wiſe convenient to good ſprings or fountains. And as to the names 


of Rivers, it is to be obſerved that the common appellative for a 
River in Irish is Amhuin, Lat. Amnis. Which name joined to that 
of ſome remarkable quality of any particular River, makes up its 
name. Thus, garbh, pronounced Gary, which ſignifies violent, rough, 
rapid, being joined to Amhuin, makes Garvamhuin , & contractedly 
| Garamhuin, Garumhuin , latinized into Garumna , the River Garone. 
Laſtly to account for the Etymology of the names of Rivers endin 
in ana Or anus, as Sequana, & Rhodanus &c. we have only to Roa 
that an is one of the common appellatives of Water in the Irish lan- 
uage. If Mr. Bullet had been well acquainted wirh ir, he would 
5 had no need of ſo often recurring to ſtrained explications of 
the names of the remarkable Rivers of France. | 
Now , to acquit myſelf of the fourth & laſt point of my enga- 
gement to the publick, as it is ſtated in the beginning of this Preface, 


I have only to she w, in the firſt place, the cloſe & abundant ay 
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af the Trith language with the Latin. And at the ſame time, in 
order to demonſtrate that the .Iherno-Celtic Dialect did not borrow 
from the Latin any of thoſe words in which both languages agree 
(excepting always ſuch words as are ſignificative of the rites & 
myſteries of the Chri/tian Religion; objects which no people could 
have words for before the preaching of the Goſpel ) I ball only lay 
down on the part of the Irish, thoſe which are expreſſive of Ideas 
or objects which no language can want words fr, even in its 
Moſt incult ſtate, and are at the ſame time the only words in common 
uſe in that language to fignify preciſely '& properly the things rhey 
are appropriated to; two charecteriſtics which plainly demonſtrate that 
they are not derivatives of any other language, but rather genuine 
_— words of the Celtic tongue. From which circumſtance , joi- 
ned to the plain marks of derivation with which the 1 
Latin words are ſtamped, as shall hereafter be obſerved, it wil 
evidently appear that thoſe Latin words, with a vaſt number of 
others *. notice of throughout the courſe of this Dictionary, are 
derivatives of the Celtic; & conſequently that the lingua priſca of the 
Aborigines of Italy, from which the old Latin, refined by the Ro- 
mans, had been formed, was only a Dialect of rhe Celtic; which 
was the more natural, as the Aborigines themſelves, conſiſting of 
Umbrians, Sabins, & others, were certainly Celts. In the next place, I 
Shall compare the Iris wiii the Greek , in order to shew that rhe Greeks 
have derived a great part of their language from the celtic, for moſt cer- 
tainly the Irish never borrowed any part of theirs from the Greeks, no 
more than did the Gauls or any other Celts: and by comparing the Latin, 
as well as the Greek with the Irish in words, wherein the three languages 
agree in affinity, it will be made manifeſt that the Latin dit not borrow 
from the Greeks ( as it hath hitherto been imagined ) thoſe words 
which agree with the Berno- celtic, as well as with the Greek , but 
rather that both the Latin & the Greek derived them from the celtic. 
This point hath been already rouched upon & laid open, in ſome 
meaſure, in the preceding part of this. Preface. I shall therefore now 
2 lay down my Liſt of Irish & Latin words of the nature 
have explained; but not in an Alphabetical order. The Irish pre- 
cedes, the Latin follows, both in Italic Caracters, & then the English 
in the Roman. At the ſame time it is to be noted that to judge of 
the affinity of the Latin with the Trish, it is neceſſary the Reader 
should know that the Trish Alphabet has no Y conſonant, but that 
the Letter B aſpirated with a H, ſerves inſtead of it, as in the 
Spanish. It is alſo to be remarked that the change of initial conſo- 
nants makes no difference, as to the identity of radicals, between the 
words of different languages, no more than the exchange of one 
vowel for another in any ſyHable of ſuch words. Now 8 the Liſt

no people can have words for things or objects, of Which they never 
had any knowledge, until they are made acquainted With them: 
though, on the contrary - no fociety of people could want words 
for thoſe objects or ideas they muſt at all times be converſant with; 
ſuch as numbers or the multiplicity of things, with Which all people 
had as early an acquaintance as with their N Nor can I ima 
gine that any body will ever shew a ſolid reaſon Why a people who 
march againſt their enemies on a day of battle, a practice whicltall- 
different tribes conſtantly obſerved ever ſince the diviſion of man- 
kind,, should not at all times have names for the numbers of their 
men, as well as for that of their fingets. 115 = 
Now I think it pertinent to- my ſubject to remark” that the very? 
near reſemblanee & affinity between the Irish words & the Latin 
in the above liſt, furnishes a fresh proof of the high antiquity both“ 
of rhe Iherno-Celtic Dialect, & of the epoch of the feparation of the 
Guidlelian Colony from the mian body of their nation in Gaul; in- 
aſmuch as that near affinity of the Irish with the Latin muſt neceſſa- 
rily proceed from much a nearer one, & probably from an origi— 
nal identity between the language of the Guidhelians or the Celts? 
of Gaul & that of the Aborigines or Indigenæ of Italy, Who were 
a people of very remote antiquity. This original identiry of the pri- 
mitive lanzua e of the Gauls with that of the Morigines of Icaly 
might, I think , be accounted for in a very natural manner. That part 
of the poſterity of Japhet, which peopled the ſouth & ſouth-eſt 
parts of Europe muſt have firſt proceeded from the center of the ſepa- 
ration & diſperſion of mankind, (whether it be Armenia, or ther 


Plains. of Senaar) towards the ſtraits of the Thracian Boſpliorus .

thoſe of the Helleſpont, which croſſed over by the meam of 
Boats, whole © conſtruction, doubtleſs, was familiar to them from 
the traditional knowledge they had of that ef the ark. Thoſe tribes 
which paſſed over the Helleſpont firſt Inhabited the ſouth parts of 
Thracia, as allo Macedonia, & Greece; and thoſe which croſſed the 
Thracian Boſphorus , now the ſtraits of Conftantinopte', muſt , by the 
g ſame reaſon of convenience, have been the firſt Inhabitants both of 
the northern parts of Thrace ,.and of Lower & upper Myfia , as alſo 
of Dacia, when a part of them had croſſed the Danube, In proceſs - 
of time a part of thoſe tribes which firſt ſtopt in the two Myſea's = 
& the northern parts of Thrace, proceeded towards I/tyris or Illy- 
ricum & Pannonia; from which Regions where they were ſeparated 
into two different bodies, it is natural to conclude from the ſituation 
of them parts, that they proceeded towards the weſt by two diffe- 
rent courſes ; thoſe of Pannonia ſteering towards Noricum, now Au- 
ria, Stiria', Carmola, Carinthia & upper Bavaria; from which qu- 
arters all the weſtern parts of Germany, in all appearance, were 
firſt peopled, as the eaſt & north-eaſt parts, very probably were 
from Dacia; and thoſe of Illyricum taking their courſe towards 
Iſtria, from which point of the Adriatic coaſt they poured down 
into the delicious Regions of Italy, whence, after having multiplied: 
their numbers, a part of them proceeded to Gaul, Heaking the 
very ſame Language with thoſe of their nation which they left in 
Italy, & who by all the ancient authors were called Indigenæ or 
Aborigines , words of the {ame ſignification, . they were 
the original or primitive people ho firſt Inhabited that Land. Thoſe 
were the Siculi, the 3 „the Umbri (& all their Deſcendants 
of different names mentioned by Cluver. Geogr. I. 3. c. 33. p. 332.) 
and the people who were particularly called Aborigines, of whom 
Dionys. Hallicarnaſſeus ſays that ſome of the ancient Hiſtorians co- 
\ unted them amongſt the Indigetes or Indigene, & that others wrote 
they were a tribe of the Ligures, who came into the center of 
 lealy. from the neighbourhood of Gaul, where indeed, it is well 
known that thoſe ancient people were ſettled at both ſides of the 
Alpes as far as to the Banks of the Rhone, being in all appea- 
rance a part of the firſt detachments that Went off from Ialy row- 
ards Gaul, & who may conſequently be ranked amongſt the Indi- 
gene. The ſame author adds that other ancients Identified rhe 4o- 
rigines Whith the Umbrians, whom' Plinius regreſents as the moſt 
ancient people of Italy, Umbrorum gens Antiquiſſima. Italia exi ſtima- 
tur. I. 3. c. 14. & FLorvs calls them Anti qui ſſimus Italia populus. But 
this divreſity of opinions concerning the * of the Aborigines ſerves 
to prove that they were a tribe of the firſt Inhabitants of Italy, & 
conſequently of the ſame ſtock & body of peaple, whereof the firſt 


Plancers of Caul were but a detachment, as the Umbri are ackno- 
vledged by lome of the moſt reſpectable ancient writers to be of the 
ſame ſtock W hith the old GCauls, not of thoſe Who repaſſed 11 
Alps & Inhabited the upper parts of Italy called Gallia Togata. So 
Solinus citing Bocchus ſays, Gallorum veterum propaginem Umbres eſſe Bo- 
echus at ſol vit. Sol. c. 8. & Serviua, ſanè Umbros Gallorum veterum pro- 
paginrm eſſe Marcus Antanius refert. Serv. I. 11. Iſedorus , Umbri Ita- 
lie gens eſt, ſed Gallorum veterum . propago. Iſid. I. 9. c. 2. The Sa- 
bizi , who, as well as the Umbri & the Aborigines, made a part of 
the people afterwards called. Latins, were but a tribe of the Umbri, 
& conſequently: of the ſame. ſtock with the primitive Cauls. For this 
origin of the Sabini we have the authority of Zenodotus of Negenæ, 
as quoted by Dionyſins Hallicarnaſſeus; L 2. Antiq. & Who had an- 
ciently writ the Hiſtory of the Umbrians, whom he calls Indigetes, 
& ſays. that a part of them being forced by the Pelaſgi to remove 
from their former quarters, were afterwards called Sabini : mutato- 
gue cum ſedibus nomine, Sabinos ſuiſſe appellatos. Now {uppoling the 
above ſcheme of the original population of thoſe Regions of Europe 
which I have mentioned, to be agreable to teaſon & the nature of 
things; a point Which is to he ſubmitted to the Judgment of the 
public; ir muſt naturally follow that, all the primitive Inhabitants. 
of thoſe Regions had originally but one & the ſame language; of 
which fact Cluverius has produced very good proofs & clear veſtiges 
in Gaul, Germany, Spain, Italy & 1llyricum (German. Antig. c. 6. 
7. 8.) & had he allo taken in Thrace,, Macedonia, & Greece, I can't 
think that he would have been miſtaken. I am much inclined to 
believe that the near agreement which the ancient Writers have re- 
marked between the old Latin & the Greek, Was in greater mea 
ſure owing. to this original identity of the Zuropean languages, than 
to whatever mixture might have been introduced into the Latin 
from the Dialects of the Greet Adventurers that came to Italy from 
time ta time. Nor do I. doubt but that the Gauls Who repalled the 
Alps & ſettled. in upper Italy in the earlieſt times of the Romans, 
found the language of that country very nearly agreeing with their 
own: in the ſame manner & by the ſame- reaſon that the people of 
Ireland & thoſe of the Highlands of Scotland eaſily underſtand each 
other's Dialects, though it, be now near twelve hundred years ſince 
the. Scors of Scotland parted from thoſe of Ireland. . , 
What I have now advanced concerning the chief cauſe of the near 
affinity & agreement anciently remarked between the Latin & rhe 
Greek, may perhaps be found ſupported in ſome meaſure by the 
like affinity appearing in ſeveral inſtances: between the Jherno-Celtic 
& rhe . Greek in the following Liſt of Irish, Greek & Latin words. 
For whenever the Latin shews a radical. affinity With the Chic: as; > 
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Well as with the Greek at the ſame time, Ican't but think we may 
conclude that ſuch an affinity does not proceed from any mixture 
Aer ived into the Latin from the-GreekColonies anciently ſettled in Italy, 
but rather from the remains of that original agreement which lub 
ſiſted in the primitive times between all the Dialects of the Celtie 
nations, amongſt which the Greek may juſtly be counted , eſpecially 
before it was changed by the mixtures it received from the Phanz- 
.cian & Egyptian Colonies. Hence we may conclude that the Greek 
Words in 4 following liſt which agree with the Berno - Celtic & the 
Latin, are certainly of a . Celtic or Celto-Seythian origin; and that 
the Latin words are immediately derived from the Celtic in the 
ſame manner, & not from the Greek, as I have before obſerved. 
In this liſt the Greek words are {et down after the Irish; next, the 
Latin words that agree with both, all three in the alle characters; 
& then the English explication in Roman types. The Letter M. shall 
he fixed after the Iris monoſyllables width 2 — may miſtake 
for words of two ſyllables. When ir happens that the words reſem- 
bling each other, are not exactly of the ſame, but only of an Ana- 

Zogus ſignification, their reſpective meaning & common accepration 
shall be explained a part.

This Liſt might be made much longer, & carried even 
to a greater extent than the Limits of a Preface could reaſonably 
admit; eſpecially as it is now to be followed by another Series of 
Irish & Greek words of the like affinity, in which the Latin takes 
but little or no share, & from which it will further appear how 
abundantly the Greek hath derived its words from the old Celtic, the 
primitive & univertal language of all Europe, its north-eaſt parts 
alone excepted. And this abundant- derivation of the Greek from the 
Celtic, would, I am convinced, appear ſtill more remarkbly, if ſvch 
an other comparative vocabulary as this I am working at, were made 
up in a Series of German & Greek words, agreeing with each other 
in radical ſtructure as well as in ſignification. My reaſon for thin- 
kirg ſo is, becauſe it is in my thought very natural to believe, 
that Germany received its firſt Inhabitants remotely from Thracia & 
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the two Myſia s, & immediately from. Dacia & Pannonia, as hath 
been laid down in the above 4 of the firſt population of Europe; 
& conſequently. that the German language ad abound with. the old 
Thracian , Phrygian.& Macedonian tongue, which was originally but a 
Dialect of the Celtic, Here follows : ſeries of Iris & Greek words 
as above deſcribed.

the night. Many more words might be added in this Liſt, had nor 
our Preface been already ſtretched to roo great a Length. The Re- 
ader may remark that hn Irish words in the preceding liſts are ei- 
ther of one or two ſyllables, & that the Greek & Latin words cor- 
reſponding to them are generally of two or three ſyllables, which 
is a plain mark of their being derivatives from the Celtic. 

Before I have diſmiſſed this ſubject, I find, my ſelf intereſted by 
the plan I have laid down to account for the origin of the affinity 
ſtill ſubſiſting in ſome meaſure between the ancient different lan- 
guages of Europe in its ſouth & ſouth-weſt-parts, ro make a few 
Remarks on a ſyſteme of quite a different rendency published laſt 
year at London on the ſame ſubject, in a Work Entitled , The Re- 
mains of Japhet; wherein all the different Dialects of the Poſterity 
of Japhet by his ſons Gomer & Magog, are reduced by the Learned 
Author to the one common name? of Japheran Language, which, he 
ſays, „ was afterwards called Pelaſgian, & then the Gomerian & 
» Mogogian, or Scythian Language; which, he adds, is now to be. 
»”» 99 in Ireland, the Highlands of Scotland & Vales: and 
» hence, ſays he, I count the Irish & Welsh to be ſiſter Dialects of 
« the Pelaſgian ». Theſe are the very words of the Author Pref p. 
x11. by which we ſee he not only reduces all the different Dialects 
of the Japhetan Language under the one general name of Pelaſgian, 
which he conſequently muſt mean to be the National name of all 
the Deſcendants of Japhet by his two ſons Gomer & Magog, bur 
alſo adds that the name of Pelaſgian was more ancient than that 
of Gomerian & Mugogian, or Scythian Language. This Learned Au- 
thor does not ſtop here, but extends the Pelefgian name ſtill far- 
ther by attributing ir alſo to the Diale& of the Deſcendants of Ia- 
yan the fourth ſon of Japher (Genes. 10. 2.) for, in the firſt place, 
he tells us (chap. 1. p. 47.) that » thus, to cite his own words, was 
the Ionian or Gomerian Language firſt founded in Greece, the 
» Iles of Elisha, & afterwards called Pelaſgian « where, by the by, 
he identifies the name Jonian with Gomerian, as he does in the pre- 
ceding page, though thoſe two races & their names proceeded from 
two decent perſons, both ſons of Japlet. This notion ſurely could 
not be a conſequence of the miſtzke committed in chap. 1. p. 35. 
Where Javan is ſet down as the third ſon of Gomer, which muſt be 

through inadvertancy , or the fault of the Printer, ſince the Author 

mentions him as the 2 ſon of Japhet in p. 4 l. It is likely, the Deſce- 

ndants of Gomer & Javan uſed but almoſt one & the {ame Language 
e 
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in the primitive times of their ſeparation ; but as this Learned Au- 
thor A that Greece was fitſt peopled by Javan & his chil- 
dren, I cannot imagine why he identifies the Javonian & Gomerian 
as well as the Pelaſgian Dialeds in ſo many different places throu- 
ghout his book, even When ſpeaking of times of great diſtance from 
the Epoch of the diſperſion of — The few Remarks I have 
to make on this Learned Author's ſyſtem cannot, with any reaſon, 
be judged offenſive ro him, ſince I begin with fairly confeſſing that 
I have not acquired erudition enough to. underſtand it, or to diſ- 
cover any ſolid foundation he may have to extend the Pelaſgian 
nanie not only to all the Poſterity of Javan & their Language; but 
alſo ro all thoſe of Gomer & Magog, and their different & widely 
ſpreading Dialects throughout all Europe & the greater part of the 
Aſiatic Regions: a point he inſiſts on in many places beſides thoſe 
J have quoted, & very remarkably in the following words, ch. 3. 
p. 71. » But though the whole iſſue of Japet were firſt called Pe- 
„ laſgians in general, yet they appear to have been all along con- 
9 v ſidered both in ſcripture, & among the earlieſt as well as mo- 
„dern Authors, under the two general appellations of Gomerians 
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„or Celts , & Scytians. « And here it is obſervable that our Author, 
| who now makes no mention of the Javonians, muſt ſtill mean to 
identify them with the Gomerians, fince he ſays that „ all the iſſue 
> „ of Japhet were firſt called Pelaſgians. & then Gomerians , &c. 
_ — The origin of the Pelaſgians & the derivation of their name is 
| | well known to be a very uncertain point: I have diligently exami- 
| 
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ö ned all the different accounts given of them by the ancient Hiſto- 
4 | rians ſuch as Herodotus, Theucidides, Pauſanias , Strabo, Dionys. 
Halicarn. Macrobius , beſides What little Homer & Heſiod lays of 
them : all which Authors I have now before me, & have pretty 
maturely conſulted. I have alſo 2 1 the different opini- 
ons given of them by the Moderns, ſuch as Gurilerus, de origi- 
bus. I. 1. c. 15. 17. &c, Peron, Fromont the elder , Peloutier & 
others; and after all, I can only ſay that the origin of the Pelaſ- 
gians & that of their name is a point that ſeems to me ſtill wrapr 
up in its primitive uncertainty & obſcurity. It appears indeed by 
all accounts that they were very ancient Inhabitants of different parts 
of Greece, removing — from one quarter to another; and 
I ſee no abſurdity, though no certainty, in the opinion of their 
being the Deſcendants of ſome of the earlieſt Planters of that Coun- 
try. But of what particular ſtock , whether Javonians , or Gomerians, 
or of the poſterity of Peleg the fourth Deſcendant from Sem, as 
Epiphanius gives room to think them, & as Gurtlerus aſſures himſelf, 
no body can determine with any degree of certainty. Strabo. lib. 5. 
upon the authority of Ephorus , Who, be ſays, had his from Heſiod, 
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derives their origin & name from Pelaſgus the founder of the King- 
dom of Arcadia, & ſo does Macrotius, Saturnal. |. 5. c. 18. which 
is the more apparent as the former tells us in the ſame place that 
it was upon Heſtod's authority that Ephorus had derived the origin 
of the Pelaſgians from Arcadia as being deſcendanrs of Pelaſgus; 
for 'Strabo had, a few lines before, cited Ephorus in the followin 
words , for having related that thoſe people were originally Arca- 
dians : „ eos ( Pelaſgos) originem ab Arcadibus ducentes, vitam mi- 
„ litarem delegiſſe, Author eſt Ephorus „ to which he adds that ha- 
» ving induced many other people to obſerve the ſame military in- 
» ſtitution , they were all diſtinguiched by the one common name 
' » of Pelaſgians» ; Which, we may obſerve , furnishes one reaſon to 
account for their multiplicity. But who this Pelaſgus Was, or of 
What origin is anotlier point that ſtill remains involved in very deep 
obſcurity. Sir Iſaac Newton, accuſtomed to give no proofs but de- 
monſtrations, tells us without proof, that Pelaſgus was one of the 
Race or ſubjects of the Paſtor-Kings of Egypt, made fugitives by 
Miſphragmuthoſis , & that he came to Greece together with Inachus, 
Lelex, Oeolus, the old Cecrops & others, all adventurers of the ſame 
Paſtor-Race. But we are told by Greek Hiſtorians that he was the 
ſon of Jupiter by Niobes. vid. Gurtler. I. 1. c. 15. S. 15. The Lear- 
ned Fromont the elder, is very poſitive that the Pelaſgians were ori- 
ginally Philiſtins, & the ſame ps 8 as the Leleges. But what-ſoever 
origin or ſtock Pelaſgus may be of, if we ſuppoſe the Pelaſgians to 
be his Deſcendants, their antiquity in Greece mult be allowed very 
reſpectable, as Gurtlerus & Simſon refer him to A. M. 2420, about 
1600. years before Chriſt , though. ſtill very short of What it would 
be, had they deſcended from the Javenians or lIonians, who, ac- 
cording'to Joſephus, Epiphanius & others were the firſt Inhabirants 
of Greece. And indeed, if what Herodotus relates (in Polymn) as 
the opinion of the Greeks in his time, viz. that the Jones, when the 
had lived in Achaia of Peloponeſus which he ſays was before the 
time of Danaus & Xuthus the ſon of Deucalion, were called Pe- 
laſgi Ægiales, or Litorales but afterwards Jones, from Jon the ſon 
of Xuthus; if this report of the Greeks, I ſay, were well founded, 
ir would ſeem to identify thoſe Pelaſgi Ægiales or Littorales with 
the old Ionians. But Herodotus ſeems to have had no opinion of the 
foundation of that Report of the Greeks in his time; for when fir(t 
he mentions the Pelaſgi in his firſt Book, after obſerving that they 
were a different people from the Hellenians or Greeks , being of 
different language & manners, and that they were perpetually re- 
moving from place to place, (Which, it would ſeem, may be partly 
oWing to their military way of Living) he adds » that under Kin 
« Deucalion they Inhabited the coaſt of Pfthiotis, „(near that bay 
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„which in Prolemy's maps is called Sinus Pelaſgicus) » that. under 
Dorus the ſon of Deucalion they removed to Eſtiotis (in upper The- 
ally) that being thence expelled by the Cadmeans, they ſettled for 
v {ome time in a place called Macednus in Pindus, (a city or terri- 
„ tory of the Dorians) whence they returned ro Theſſaly, then called 
» Dryopides , & that it was from this laſt ſtation they came into 
« Peloponeſus, Where they were called Dorici or Dores » doubtleſs, 
for their having lived among the Dorians of Theſſaly; Pindus where 
they had lived for ſome time, being, as I have juſt now ſaid, one 
of their Cities, or territories , & which with Erineus , Boius, Cy- 
tinius & Doris, all ſituate about mount Pindus, conſtituted the Do- 
rian State. fee Diod. Sycul. I. 11. c. 79. & Gurtler. I. 2. c. 30. S. 55. 
But the Author of the Remains of Japhet, availing himſelt of this 
appellation of Pelaſgi Ægiales, which Herodotus mentions to have 
been attributed by a vulgar report among the Greeks, to the lones 
of Peloponeſus , concludes thereupon , not only that the Pelaſgi 
were the lame people as the Sicyones or Ægiales, ſubjects of Ægi- 
aleus , the firſt King of Sicyonia, bur alſo that they were the moſt 
ancient Ser/ed people of all the Greeks, inasmuch as » the Sicyo- 
„ nians Were the eldeſt ſettled Kingdom of all Greece, & according 
to Bishop Cumberland whom he quotes pag. 81. 82. This concluſion 
our erudite Author introduces by the following lines, pag. 88. » The 
„ moſt ancient Monarchy of theſe the Pelaſgi was that of the Si- 
» cyonians, & their country was called Sicyonia, ſituated on the north- 
» welt ſide of the Peloponeſus; but the name of this peninſula was 
« firſt Ægialea, Which in the opinion of the famous Bishop Cumber- 
„ land, was lo called either from its firſt King, Ægialeus, or be- 
« cauſe it lay near the shore of that peninſula. « This period, in- 
deed, ſeems ſome what obſcure; to me, at leaſt, I confeſs it is not 
intelligible. But the following in pag. 82. is very clear. „ Now as to 
„ the Sicyonians , a diviſion of the Pelaſgi, which was the firſt & 
« general name of all the original ſettlers , their antiquiry cannor be 
» diſputed; for Herodotus ſays, in his Polymnia , that the Greeks af- 
„firm the people of this Kingdom Ægialea, were called Pelaſgi 
« AEgialenſes, before Dariaus came into Greece, & before Xuthit's 
„ time, whole ſon Ton is fabulouſly ſaid ro have given the name 
„Jones to ſome of the Inhabitants of Greece, « Now with this worthy 
Authors good leave, Ihumbly think theſe two paragraphs of his work, 
may want ſome share of reviſion for their greater accuracy. for in 
the firſt place, I muſt obſerve to him, that Herodotus does not ſay 
» the Greeks affirmed that the people of the Kingdom of Ægialea 
ce were called Pelaſgi Exiatenſes, « as this Writer ſets down; but 
that the Jones of Achia in Poloponeſus were (aid to be ſo called, 
according to the report of the Greeks. lonzs ui quamdiu in Pelo- 
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ponneſo Regionem que vocatur Acuia incoluerunt ,, & ante adventum 
Dax Al & Norri in PELOPONNESUM (ut Græci aiunt) vocabantur PR- 
LAS AÆgiales ſeu Litrorales, ſed ab Ions Xutur filio Ioxzs ſunt ap- 
pellati. Theſe are the preciſe words of Herodotus in the Latin edition 
reviſed by Henricus Stephanus. in the next place I do not find any 
authority for this Author's Aſſertion » that Ægialea was the firſt 
name of the Peninſula of Peloponneſus; nor does it appear that it 
was even the firſt name of Sicyonia, but rather the contrary ; inas 
much as I find in Prolemy's map of that Peninſula, which now lies 
open before me, the following words marked down in that part 
Which comprehended the Kingdom of Sicyonia « Sicyonia, pritis Mi- 
„cone, poſt Ægialis. « Befides all this, it is to be conſidered that 
Herodotus, as J have already obſerved, does not appear to have any 
good opinion of that report of the Greeks, about the Pelaſgi Ægiales, 
eſpecially as by his account of the migrations of the Pelaſgi, they 
did not enter into Peloponneſus untill long after the time of Ægia- 
leus, who by all accounts was of much higher antiquity than either 
Danaus or Xuthus, And another reaſon. why this Author could nor 
with any. degree of certainty have concluded from the appellation 
of Pelaſgi Ægiales „that the Pelaſgian name in Pelo poneſus Was as 
ancient as Ægiales or the Kingdom of Sicyoria, is, that the word 
giales is made ſynonimous to Liuoralis, not only by the Latin 
edition of Herodotus, but alſo by Bishop Cumberland, as above cited 
by our Author, & by Fromont the elder, who likewiſe derives the 
preper name of King Ægiales, from his hav ag ſettled himſelf near 
the shore. & this derivation is the more natural as Aigialos in Greek 
ſigniſies the ſame as Littus, a shore. In short, all that can be ſaid, 
With any appearance of foundation or probability, for the antiquity 
of the Pelaſaian name in Peloponeſus, in my humble opinion, is re- 
ducible to this alone; that after the removal of the Pelaſgi from 
Theſſaly to that Peninſula, where, according to the above account 
of Herodotus, they were called Dorici or Dores, (a name which 
they brought with them from Doris, where they had inhabited in 
the city of Pindus as I have already obſerved & what I find confir- 
med by Gurtlerus. lib. 2. c. 30. S. 56.) the Jones of the Peloponeſan 
Achia, Who then were ſertled in the twelve cities enumerated by He- 
rodotus in his firſt Book, having plain cauſe of apprehending the con- 
ſequences of the growing power & -ambition of the Athenians, jo- 
ined both in alliance & military inſtitution whith thoſe Doric Pelaſ- 
gians, as being a numerous tribe of veteran ſoldiers; in conſequence 
of which junction the Jonzans were called Pelaſgi Ægiales, i. e. 
Lictorales, as being all ſituated on the coaſt of Achia, behind Sicyonia 
towards the weſt. And this new appellation of the Jonians, is natu- 
rally conſequent from Scrabo's account of rhe Pelaſgi, of whom he

ſays that all the different 9 who. had aſſociated themſelves with 
them in the ſame inſtitution of a military life, were diſtinguished by 
the ſame name of Pelaſgi: ad quam vite ( militaris ) inſtitutionem cum 
alios permultos convertiſſent, idem omnibus vocabulum impertiiſſe. Strabo 
(ex Ephoro) lib. 5. the apprehenſion of the Jones, was but too well 
grounded, inasmuch as they were afterwards diſpoſſeſſed of their 
twelve cities by the Achians, or Athenians, who tranſplanted them 
backward of Athens into Hellus or Hellades , afterwards called Achaia, 
on the continent of Greece in Lower Theſſaly, where they could ſe- 
cure them from any junction with the Spartans. ' 

The circumſtance explained in the above quotation from Strabo, 
accounts very naturally, as I have hinted before , for the great ex- 
tent of the Pelaſgian name: & this Author, immediately after his re- 
mark in that pallage, plainly tells as that it was from that circu- 
mſtance it happened that the Pelaſgian name was famous in Creta, 
Theſſalia , Lesbos & the neighbourhood of Troas. Other Authors, 
particularly Pauſanias & Dionyſius Hallicarnaſſus extended that name 
to other parts of Greece, & the Ionian coaſts of Aſia: & this, I think; 
is all that can be ſaid of the Pelaſgi & the cauſe of the extent of 
their name. As to that adventuring band of them that went to Tray, 
they were ſo inconſiderable that the Aborigines conceived no jealouſy 
againſt them for their number, but received them with open arms 
as their Auxiliaries againſt the Umbrians. Peloutier Cites Theucidides 
as if he had ſaid that the pelaſgians were moſt widely diſperſed 
throughout all Greece before the time of Hellen the ſon of Deuca- 
lion. His quotation runs thus: ante ætatem Hellenis filii Deucalionis 
gens Pelaſgica latiſſime diffuſa erat. Theucid, |. 1. c. 3. I have ſcru- 
pulouſly examined Thucidides not only in his firſt Book & third Cha- 

ter here cited, but throughout the whole Latin copy reviſed & pu- 
þliched by Henricus Stephanus, & could find no words to that pur- 
pole in any part of his Work, nor any mention of the Pe/aſgi but 
in two places. Firſt in that very place cited by Peloutier, Where I 
only find theſe lines wherein the Peluſgi are occalionally mentioned: 
ante Trojanum kellum con ſlat Helladem { poſtea Achiam ) nihil com- 


tur habuiſſe, ſed quedam loca ante Hellenem Deucalionis filium: nec 
uſquequaque hoc fuiſſe cognomen, ſed tum ſuum cujuſque gentis pros. 
ium , tum PELASGICUM @ ſeipſts cognomen impoſunm. This only shews 
that the Pelaſgians were one of the different people that inhabited 
Hellades in Lower Theſſaly before the reign of Hellenes, which agrees 
with Horodotus's account above related. The other mention of the 
Pelaſgians' by Theucidides , [is his fourth book, where be only [ſays 
of them that the Pelaſgici:Tyrrheni were formerly Inhabitants of Le- 
mnus & Athens. In the laſt-cited-page of the Remains of vpe, the | 
| earne 


muniter 70 ; ac ne ipſum quidem hoc nomen tota ubique mihi vide- 
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Learned Author advances, * that Pelaſgi was the firſt & general name 
.« for all the original Settlers u. Certainly, he could not have deviſed 
à more concife & effectual method to comprehend within that name, 
not only all the primitive Deſcendants of Japhet, but alſo thoſe of 
his two Brothers, But I apprehend he will ſcarce be able to recon - 
cile it with the particular character given of thoſe people by Hero- 
' dotus & Strabo, of whom the former in his account above related 
{ſays of them: illa vero (gens Pelaſgica) afſidue multumgue eſt pervagata, 
& the latter obſerves that the Aetican writers ſaid of the Pelaſgiazs 
that being accuſtomed to go about like birds wherever chance oc 
fortune led them, they were hence inſtead of 11 called Pelargi, 
i. e. Ciconiæ, meaning Storls or Cranes, a Kind of ſtroling birds. Re- 
rum Atticarum ſcriptores de Pelaſgis tradidere Athenis fuiſſ Pelaſgos, 
qui cum, in ſtar avium gu6 ſors vocaret huc atque illuc errabundi co 
mmearant, pro. Pelaſgi, Pelargi, i. e. Ciconiæ vocarentur ab Athenien- 
febus. It is from this unſettled kind of life & from the radical deri- 
vation of the word Pelaſgi , that the erudite Fromont the elder, & 
the very judicious & Learned Author of the Mechanical formation of 
languages, make the name Pelaſgi ſynonimous to diſperſe : & indeed 
it would ſeem by Strabo's remarking that all thoſe who came into 
the military inſtitution of the Pelaſgi, which engaged them to march 
from place to place, wherever they found ir advantageous to take 

arty as Auxiliaries , that this appellation of Pelaſgi was rather figni- 
E. of their profeſſion or ſtate of life, than the particular name 
of a tribe or nation. From all this it follows, that the Pelaſgi were 
of all others the people who had the leaſt right to be called Serrlers. 
One point relative to the 1 at Which, I confeſs, I am ſome- 
what ſurprized, is the great conſideration they are held in by ſome 
modern writers on account of their Religious maxims, as they are 
deſcribed by Herodotus in the following paſlages , by which the Le- 
arned Reader will Judge whether the Pelaſgi deſerve to be extolled, 
as they are by thoſe writers, for their manner of Worship, as if it were 
cxveable ro_rhe yore Patri archal Religion. » Hos itaque ritus, & alios 
» prætera quos referam , Greci ſunt ab Ægyptiis mutuati; ſed ut Mercuri 
« ſtaruam facerent porrecto cum veretro non ab Ægyptiis, led a Pelaſgis 
« didicerunt, & primi quidem ex omnibus Grecis Achenienſes acceperunt, 
„& ab his deinceps alii : nam præſtabant apud Grecos ea tempeſtate 4the- 
„ nienſes, in quorum regione permixti Pelaſgi habitant, ex quo cæ- 
» perunt pro Gracis haberi. Quiſquis Cabirorum ſacris fuit initiatus, 
« quz Somothraces peragunt a Pelaſgis ſumpta, is, o vir, quæ dico 
« intelligit. Nam Somothraciam prius incoluerunt ki Pelaſgi qui cum 
„ Athenienſibus habitaverunt, & ab illis Samothraces orgia acceperunt, « 
It ſeems to me very extraordinary that thoſe writers who affect to 
extoll the Religion of the Pelaſgi, take no ſort of notice of this fire 
ſample of their piety, which they communicated to the Athenians 
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in the shameful attitude of the ſtatue of their god Mercury, no 
more than of their horrid Cabirian myſteries, of Which they were 
rhe Authors according to the above account; myſteries which not 
2 encouraged but even required fratricide. Cabiros autem dum 
orybantes vocant, mortem quogue Cabiricam annunciant, hi enim dus 
fratricidæ ſublatam ci ſtam, in gua _ pudendum Dionyſi erat repoſitum , 
yexerunt in Hetruriam , egregiarum mercium mercatores. Ibigue, habir 
tantes exules , venerabilem pietatis doarinam , pudenda ciſtamgue He- 
truſcis colendam commendarunt. Clem. Alex. Admon. ad Gent. p. 12. 
And Firmianus informs us that at the celebration of thoſe Cabirian & 
Corybantian rites, it was required that two Brothers should kill a 
third brother, & to the end that this pious ceremony should not 
be prophaned by being made known to the publick, the two par- 
ricide brothers were to conſecrate & bury. the murthered body 
under the Cliff of mount Olympus. The approvers of. the Religion 
of the Pelaſgi muſt have taken no notice of thoſe horrours, of which 
they were the firſt Inventors among the Greeks by the account of 
Herodotus. See alſo Gurtler, |. 1. c. 17. S. 22. 23. But here follows 
the paſſage, in the ſame place of Herodotus , which is ſtrained, &. 
indeed it muſt be violently rained , to found a favorable opinion 
of the primitive Religion of the Pelaſgi as here deſcribed. at leaſt , 
it will never appear from it, that their manner of Religious worship. 
Was the ſame as that of the Parrtarcks , who worshipped the one & 
only true God ; whereas the Pelaſgi profeſſed at all times a plu- 
rality of Gods, as appears by this paſſage of Herodotus Which here 


followeth. lib. 2. Iidem autem, (belaſgi) in deorum invocatione tum omnia 


immolabunt ( uti ego apud Dodonam audiendo cognovi) tum nulli deo=- 
rum aut cognomen aut nomen imponebant, quippe quod nondum audii- 
ent.... multo deinde progreſſu temporis aliorum deorum nomina audie- 
runt ex Ægypto allata, poſt quos diu nomen Dionyſi acceperunt. Here, 
we lee that the Pelaſgi always admitted a plurality of gods, & that 
the reaſon why they gave them no particular names was, becauſe 
they had heard of no ſuch names untill they were received from 
the Egyptians. It is well known ro all Readers of antiquity that in. 
the primitive ages, after the knowledge & worship of the true Deity. 
had been generally ſwerved from, no nation, not even the Egyp- 
tians, as appears — the firſt book of Diodorus Siculus, knew or 


Worshiped any other gods than the Sun, Moon Stars, and the 


four Elements; and that Idolatry was not in practice untill after ages, 
when the different nations began to deify their Kings & Illuſtrious 
erſonages, which ſeems to * had its firſt riſe from Egypt & 
henicia , whence it firſt came to the knowledge of the Greeks, as. 
appears by the preceding paſſage ; & in Greece it was firſt brought 


| to perfection & Method by Heſiod & Homer as we are informed by 
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Herodotus in the ſame place & in the following words. Unds autem 
feinguli deorum extiterint, an cuncti ſemper fuerint, aut qua ſpecie , lac- 
| tenus ignoratum eſt, niſi nuper atque herti, ut fic dicam. Nam Hxstopus 
_ atque Homerus ( quos quadringentis non amplius annis ante me opi- 
ror extitifſe) fuere qui Gracis theogoniam introduxerunt , diiſqus & 
cognomina , & honores , & diverſa ſacriſicia, & figuras attribuerumt. Hers 
we lee no particular merit can be derived on the Religion of the 
Pelaſgi from their obſerving no difference of Sacrifices , ſince no 
fuch difference was known to the Greeks before Heſiod & Homer 
had inſtructed them of it. N 55 
Theſe remarks on the Hiſtory of the Pelaſgi I have made with a 
view ro ſubmit them entirely to the en of the Learned Au- 
thor of the Remains of Japher. far from being diſpoſed to derogate 
in the leaſt from the merit of his work, I rather should, in my 
quality of a mere 1rishman of the old ſtock, shew him my grati- 
tude ot his zeal in aſſerting that Patriarchal genealogy of Mileſſus 
which our Bards have been ſtour enough 'ro trace up ro our firſt 
fathers through rhe plains of Senaar, mentioning alſo in their way 
both the Pharaohs of Egypt & Moſes, though they knew not one 
ſtep of that dark road, no more than Senaar & theſe Perſonages, 
untill they had Learned them from the holy ſcriptures. As to this 
erudite Author's firſt pe6pling Ireland from the Scythian countries by 
a north weſt rout}, I muſt ks leave to obſerve to him that it ma- 
nifeſtly appears from the nature of the Irish language, that Ireland 
was peopled by Celts both from Gaul & Spain, long before the ar- 
rival of the Colony brought thither by Mileſius, & that of the Tu- 
atha de Danain, or the Dananian tribes, who had preceded the 
. Milefeans, the only Scythian Colonies that ever came to Ireland before 
the Norvegians or Danes, that were expelled by Brien Borove in the 
beginning of rhe Eleventh century. I am not intereſted ro make any 
remarks againſt this Learned Author's making the Britans a Gome- 
rian Colony, & bringing them by ſea from Greece, though a great 
deal could be ſaid , & has already been ſaid upon good grounds by 
feveral Learned writers againſt the old reveries of Jeffry of Mon- 
month who firſt published that opinion, whoſe chief materials he had 
found in Nennius. But if he means, as it ſeems he does, that the 
Britans , anceltors of the Velsh, were the firſt Inhabitants of Albion, 
after wards called Britain, he will Iam confident, find the contrary of 
that opinion well evinced in the preceding part of this preface, 
where it is proved, both by good authorities & What may be called li- 
ving evidences, that that Ifland was peopled before them by the 
Gul dhelians or Celts of Gaul, who afterwards conſtituted the main 
body of the Irish nation. As for this Learned writers making the 
Irisk language a Dialect of the Scychian, formed „ as * ſays upon 
4 | | n 
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the authority of the Irish Bards, at the famous School on the plains 
of Shinar or Senaar by a King of Schythia, called Feniuſa Farſa, 
ſon of Baath who is pretended to be a ſon of Magog, I do not con- 
ceive how he can reconcile this opinion of the Irish being a Diale& 
of the Scythian or Magogian language, with that circumſtance he 
mentions pag. 119. „that it is called Gaoidhealg from its firſt Pro- 
feſſor at the aboxe ſchool, by name Gadel, a Gomeriaw „ & that 
the language he then ſpoke & taught as an usher of that ſchool undes 
that Royal ſchoolmaſter Feniuſa Farſa grandſon of Magag, is the 
language of the native Iris to this day: a very venerable antiquity ,, 
I muſt confeſs. But at the ſame time, I can't but regret that this 
w orthy Gentleman who appears but tao well inclined to favour the 


ant iquities of Ireland & Britain, did” not conſider that nothing could 


be of greater prejudice or diſcredit to them, than e thoſe 
fa bulous genealogies, & the ſtories of the travels of the ſuppoſed 
Leaders & chiefs of their ancient Colonies , ſuch. as have been. rejec- 
ted with juſt contempt by all Learned nations, firſt invented in Ire 
4 and, by Bards & Romancers after they came to ſome knowledge 


both of the ſacred writivgs, & prophane Hiſtories; & in Britain, 


by Nennius & Jeffry of Monmouth as above obſerved. The real & 
true antiquities of Ireland are not to be derived from any other 


ſources than our authentic annals , ſuch as thoſe of Tighernach , of 


Innis fallen, & the Chronicon Scotorum , & a few others, wherein no. 
fabulous ſtories are taken notice of, ſuch as thoſe of the book called 
Leabher Gabhala & others. of the kind, published in the tranſlation 
of Doctor Keatings hiſtory , Which he never Intended for the public, 
but only for the amuſement of private families: a tranſlation which 
muſt have been intended for ridiculing & entirely diſcrediting the 


Irish antiquities „ as the publisher of Clanrichards Memoires has. 


juſtly obſerved in his erudite Preface, The other Repoſitories of the 
true trish antiquities are, firſt the very language of the ancient na- 


tives, as it is preſerved in old parchment manuſcripts, next the hiſ- 


tory of the cuſtoms or manners of theſe ſame ancient natives, inas- 


much as the ſureſt clue for tracing out the origin of nations conſiſts 


both in their language & old uſages; and in the laſt prace oye an 
cient names of tribes & places, by which the origin of the old na- 


ces & authorities from which the following Irish Dictionary hath, 
been derived & compoſed, which conſiſt, not only in different vo- 
eabularies, bat alſo in a good number of the beſt and moſt ancient 
isi manuſeripts now extant , as is mentioned in. the title page.

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ſides particular collections of words taken out of different old wri- 
rings by perſons of the beſt skill in the 1rish language, with whom 
1 — a correſpondence of Letters for that purpoſe for ſeveral 
years. The manuicriprs out cf which I have taken a great number 
of words not to be found in any of the vocabularies above men- 
tioned, are the Annals of Tighernach , of Innisfallen, thole called 
Chronicon Scotorum, & that great & voluminous Repoſitory of the 
old Iris language, called Leabhar Breac or the Speckled Book of Mac 
Eagan, containing a great collection of Lives of Saints & hiſtorical 
tracts, and whereof my copy hath been written ſoon after the 
middle of the Eleventh Century, as appears by a Liſt of the Arch- 

bishops of Armagh down to the writers time , who - finishes it with 
Maoliſa Mac-Amhalgaidh who ſucceeded to that ſee an. 1165. Ano- 
ther very ancient parchment manuſcript entitled Feilire na naomh , 
or the book of Vigils & feaſts of Saints, together with that extenſive 
life of St. Patrick, called vita tripartita, Written, according to the 
judicious Colganus, about the middle of the ſixth century; belides 
another life of the ſame Saint written by Fiechus, one of his earlieſt 
diſciples, in the beginning of the ſixth century, & the Life of Saint 
Brigit compoſed by Broganus about the * 625, as is ſolidly pro- 
ved by Colganus in his notes on that Life. The Hiſtory of the wars 
of Thomond or north Munſter, written in a very florid & copicus- 
ſtile by John Magrath in the year 1459 is another great Repolitory 
of the Irish language, which is often quoted in this Dictionary, to 
whoſe compalition ſeveral other manuſcripts & printed Books have 
alſo contributed. One advantage which accrues for the cultivation of 
the Irish language, from our having inſerted & explained in this 
Dictionary the hard words that occur in old manuſcripts is, that it 
will enable all Readers of Jrish, ro underſtand ſuch manuſcripts; 
what will encourage them to cultivate that ancient language, which 
is the beſt preſerved remains of the old Celtic of Gaul & Spain, 
as hath been already proved by ſeverals reaſons & authorities. 

But before we have finished this preface, it may be neceſſary to 
obviate an objection that might polfibly be made againſt our opi- 
nion of the purity of the Iris Dialect, & our deriving it almoſt 
entirely from the old Celtic of Gaul, or rather identifying the one 
language with the other; allowing enly a ſmall mixture of the old 
Spanish, & Without taking much notice of any mixtures it should natu- 
rally have received from the two Scythian or Scytho-German Colonies, 
the Dananians & the Scots, which we acknowledge not only to have been 
mixed with the primitive Irish, but alſo to have obtained Sovereign 
fway amongſt them, at leaſt in the northern Provinces. This objec- 
tion , Which indeed carries a plauſible appearance „ can, notwith- 
ſtanding, be obviated, as I humbly think, in a very natural man 
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ner; by Which it will appear that the mixture which the primitive 
language of the main body of the old Irish nation before thoſe 
 Scytho-German Colonies, could have received from their Dialects, 
may juſtly be eſteemed as inconſiderable, or rather as mere a' no- 
thing, as that which may be thought to have been introduced into 
the Irish of all our manuſcripts written from the time of the arri- 
val of the Erglish, Welsh , & Norman colonies in Ireland, down to 
our own days: manuſcripts which shew not the + leaſt mixture of 
English. The reaſon is very plain & natural, & can very pertinently 
be exemplified & confirmed by what happened in Ireland relative to 
the people now laſt mentioned. All the Celtic nations, as may cle- 
arly be inferred from Cæſars account of his wars with the Gauls, 
Germans, & Britans, as alſo from other ancient writers, were di- 
vided at all times into different tribes & petty Sovereignries , all as 
independent of each other as their reſpective forces could make 
them, almoſt perperually in war amongſt themſelves, at leaſt in one 
part or other of the ſame nation, & never acknowledging any one 
common Sovereign or Monarch, but when they all Jud — it nece- 
ſlary for their defence againſt a common enemy to chufe a ſupreme 
Commander inveſted with all, civil & military Power , as in the caſe 
of Caffivellanus. » Non enim unius imperio regebantur ( ſays Cam- 
„ bden) ſed, ut Galha, fic quoque Britannia plures Reges habuir. 
« Utque Gallia in rebus difhcilioribus publicum gentis concilium ege- 
„ runt, & unum Imperatorem deſignarunt; idem Brirannos præſtitiſſe 
» ex his Cæſaris verbis elici poſſit. Summa imperii bellique admini- 
ſtrandi communi concilio permiſſa eſt Caſſivillauno. from this political 
conſtitution of all the Celtic nations. it naturally followed, that he- 
never an adventuring party of Strangers came into a Celtic country, 
they could never fail of being well received by one tribe or other 
of the nation, who employed them as their auxiliaries againſt thoſe 
of their neighbours with whom they had any quarrel; & in propor- 
rion as hole auxiliaries helped the natives to weaken each other 
by their quarrels, ſo they themſelves gained ground & ſtrength from 
day to day untill they reduced at long run the ſilly Warring tribes 
under their own ſway. And as ſuch forreign adventurers & ſea-Ro- 
vers from the northern parts, always came in ſmall numbers & 
parties, without charging their Leather boats & ſmall veſſels with 
women; ſo they were under the neceſſity of begging wives from 
the natives of the Countries they were received in: an inſtance of 
which fact Beda gives (Hiſt. Eccl. c. 1.) in his account of the man- 
ner in which the Scandinavian Picts got wives from the Irish Scots, 
Who certainly were their countrymen, as appears by the proper na- 
mes of the Chiefs or petty Kings of both people, & from ſeveral 
other arguments, The neceſſary conſequence of this mixture & alliance 
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of theſe new adveururing people with the old natives of the coun- 
try Was, that they, or at lateſt their children, loſt their on origi- 
nal language, & ſpoke no other than that of the nation they mixed 
with; which was exactly the caſe With the firſt Eng/ish Settlers in 
Ireland, who ſoon became mere Irishmen in their language & man- 
ners, ſo as to have entirely diſuſed the Eng/ish, & Spoke nothi 
but Irish: a circumſtance which made the Engiish Government think 
proper to oblige them to return to the ule of the English language, & 
d ſuſe the lrich, under certain penalties ſpecified in an act of Par- 
liament, in whole preamble it is oblerved that thoſe English plan- 
ters were become more mere Iris, than the very — gh the 
old ſort; ipfes Hibernis Hiberniores. Theſe arguments, I flatter my- 
ſelf, will ſufficiently obviate & annihilate all the force of the above 
mentioned objection; eſpecially in the eyes of all thoſe who will 
have read & conſidered the examples & proofs produced by Mon- 
feeur Bulet in his diſſertations, where he shews by ſolid reaſons & 
plain evidences that the Gauls preſerved their old language under 
the Empire of the Romans, & for a long time after the northern 
people, Goths, Burgundians & Franks bad ſettled among them; & that 
it was in Charlemagne's time they began ro mix it with broken Latin. 
The Author of the Remains of Japhet thinks his ſyſtem of deriving 
the Irish language from the Scythian, or rather identifying the one 
with the other, is very clearly & effectually confirmed by Colonel 
Grant's explication of an inſcription found on the reverſe of a Si- 
berian medal, of which that Officer gives a copy in a French Me- 
moire , addreſſed to Monſieur de Liſle, a French Envoy or Reſident 
at the Court of Petersburg. Col. Grant, by his explication of that 
Inſcription, published in the Remains of Japhet, pretends that the 
characters & words inſcribed on that medal are all mere Tr:5h , deli- 
vered partly in abbreviations, & partly in entire words. I have lon 
examined & pored over that juſcription, as published in the now 
mentioned work, & can declare to the public with full aſſurance 
& knowledge of the matter, that it contains no more of Iris cha- 
raters or Words either entire or abbreviated, than it does of Greek, 
or English, or any other language I have any acquaintance 
with. And further, that that Officer's Irish explanation of the Tar- 
tarian words Artugon , Schugo-Teugon, Tangara , not only is violently 
ſtrained, but alſo shews very clearly that he had but a very imper- 
fect knowledge of the Irish language, & none at all of its ortho- 
Nasr by; a fact which appears throughout his whole Memoire. And 
or a more evincing proof of this fact, I can with good authority 
inform the public that that Officer acknowledged ro a worthy 
perſon of the faireſt character both in his public office & private life 
in this Capital, that he could not read the Irish language in its old 
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& common letters or types, either in print or manuſcript. This he 
could nor avoid acknowledging, being put to the tryal by the per- 
ſon I mean, with whom he had a friendly intimacy , & from whoſe 
mouth I have received this Anerdote. All this ſerves to shew us how 
dangerous it is to graſp at every appearance of an argument for 
ſupporting a favorite opinion. To me it is really inconceivable, why 
the Authot of the Remains of Japher ſo earneſtly inſiſts on deriving 
the Iris & their language from the Scythians or Magogians, while 
he aſſerts that the Britans & their Dialect proceeded from the Gs- 
merians; though he brings them from Greece, a country which he 
mentions in ſeveral places to have been firſt peopled by Javan & 
his poſterity , agreable ro Joſephus & the Authors of the univerſal 
Hiſtory; & yet as often repreſents irs moſt ancient Inhabitants as 
Gomerians or deſcendants of Gomer. The cloſe & abundant affinity, 
or rather identity in many inſtances, ſo remarkable between the Irish 
& Welsh Dialects, proves to a demonſtration that both people pro- 
ceeded from the ſame Country or the ſame nation, in times later 
by many ages than the Epoch of the ſeparation of the Gomerians & 
Magogians: and as we are aſſured by Tacitus that the language & 
manners of the Britans agreed with thoſe of the Gauls in bis time , 
it evidently follows from the cloſe affinity or agreement between 
the Irish & FWelh Dialects, joined to this teſtimony of Tacitus, that 
both people were Inhabitants of Gaul immediately before they pa- 
ſled over to the British Iſies; & no good Author ever advanced that 
the Gauls were Magogians or Scythians. If we should ſay with this 
Learned Author that this cloſe agreement between the Iris & Welsh 
Dialects hath proceeded from the ſuppoſed ſameneſs of the Dialects 
of the firſt deſcendants of Gomer & Magog; by the ſame reaſon we 
muſt conclude that the Dialects of any other rwo different people 
deſcended from any two ſons of Japher, Sem, or Cham , should kee 

as cloſe an affinity with each other to the preſent time, as the Irish 
& Welsh Dialects mutually preſerve in our days. But this concluſion 
is very far from being verified by experience, nor is it natural or 
agreable to reaſon that it should. The difference or alteration wro- 
ught in the Dialedts of any two tribes who proceeded ſeparately from 
the ſame country or nation with which it once made but one & 
the ſame people, is owing partly to the difference of their clima- 
res, which having naturally an influence on their organs of ſpeech 
& their imaginations, cauſes a like difference in their pronunciation, & 
conſequently in their N & partly to the new different names they 
myſt give the new objects they meet with both in their travels & the 
countries they fix in; beſides the new names & terms belonging to 
the different trades, arts, or ſciences they may happen to invent 
or diſcover in proceſs of time, or regarding their different 1 
ä | lte: 


time elapled ſince their ſeparation; & conſequently their a 
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Liſe : all which names & terms muſt naturally be different in all 
. differenr-DialeQs. Now all thoſe alterations together with what may 
proceed from mixtures of words borrowed from other people in 
\.courle of time, muſt always be proportionable to the ſpace of time 
Which has elapſed ſince the firſt ſeparation of thoſe two tribes or 
- Colonies from the ſame common country or Stock, with which they 
once conſtituted but one & the ſame nation: ſo that the difference 
of their Dialects is neceſſarily in a direct ratio of the length of the 

Finiry muſt 
. always be in an inverſe ratio of that ſame ſpace of time. Hence it is 
manifeſt that if we compare any three or more Dialects of the Cel- 
tic nations with each other, the two whole Dialects have preſerved 
the cloſeſt affinity, are thoſe whoſe ſeparation from each other has 
been moſt recent; allowances being made for their ſituations & dit- 
ference of Climate. And if a juſt proportion could be Struck out 
between the reſpective affinities of the Dialects of any two different 
. people with the Dialect of any third ſepatate people; the quantity 
or {pace of the time elapſed ſince their reſpective ſeparations from 
that third tribe may be determined in ſome manner; not, indeed, 
with preciſion, but fo as to leave it unfixed within the compaſs of 
ſome tew centuries. Thus if We should ſuppoſe that the affinity of 
the Dialect of the Highlanders of Scotland with the Irish language 
may be in the ratio of 3 to 1 with the affinity between the Welskh 
Dialect and the ſame Irish language; then, if no allowanges or de- 
ductions should be made with regard te climate, ſituation, or other 
circumſtance, the quantity of the time elapſed ſince the ſeparation 
of the Velsl & the Irish, should be in the ſame ratio of three to 
one with the ſpace of time elapſed from the ſeparation of the Hig- 
Klanders from the Irish; or, Which is the ſame thing, this laſt ſpace 
should be in the inverſe ratio of 3. to 1. with the former. Now, as 
it is known from the Irish annals that the ſeparation of the Highland 
Scots from the Irish, began in the year 503, & that they continued 
to enercaſe their numbers from Ireland during the 6th 7th & 8th cen- 
turies, we may, by taking a medium, fix their entire ſeparation about 
the middle of the Eighth century; that is to ſay about a. little more 
than 1000 years ſince. This computation , if we should exactly conform 
ro. the above proportion, would throw back the ſeparation of the 
Irish from the Welsh on the continent of Gaul, to the term of three 
thouſand years. But as their climates -& their ſituations for preſer- 
ving their reſpective languages in the British Iſles, are not very diffe- 
rent; We may with a good face of certainty, ſuppoſing always the 
above proportion of affinities, refer their ſeparation to ſome Epoch 
between 2300, & 2600 years backward of our time; ſo as it may 
be about 800 years before the birth of Chriſt; a very inconſiderable 
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antiquity in compariſon with that of the ſeparation of the Gomeriens 
& Magogians. | | 58 

For a concluſion of this Preface, I have one remark to add, which 
tends to she the perfection & politeneſs, as well as the antiquity 
of the Irish language. It conſiſts in this one remarkable circumſtance, 
that before the Iris came to the knowledge of the Goſpel or Chri- 


ſtian morals, their language had words for all moral duties & virtues, 


and their oppoſite vices or ſins; nay, & for thole acts which are 
called Theological virtues, faith, hope, & Charity, & whole Trial 
names are Creidiomh, Dochas, Gradh, all three mere original IA 
words, ſuch as no language can Want. The Ir:sk names of the ſeven 


mortal fins, Uabhar, Saint, druis, Craos, Fearg , Formad, Leiſge, 
are of the ſame nature, as well as thoſe in which are expreſſed the 


ten commandments , the four Cardinal virtues , the ſeven gifts of the 


holy Ghoſt, the ſeven Corpgral & leven - ſpiritual works of mercy 


or piety, & the twelve fruits of the holy (ſpirit. Galat. 5. 22. not 
one of all thoſe names having the leaſt reſemblance in radical ſtruc- 
ture to the ſcriptural Latin words of the ſame ſignification; excep- 


ting Creideamk, which I have demonſtrated above, & in the note at 


the word Oifrion ia the Dictionary, to be an original Celtic word, 
& thar upon whole root, which is creid, the Latin credo was for- 
med. All this plainly shews that the Druids who were the Doctors of 
morality & religious diſcipline amongthe Celts, & particularly in Ire- 
land, were a Learned Body of people, & fully inſtructed of all mo- 
ral duties & virtues. For the Jrish language could not have words for 
objects or ideas that were unknown to the Iris Druids & the reſt 
of their nation. Of the ſame geuuine ſtock of the old 1herno-Celiic , 
are the names of penitential works, Troſca, Deirc, UPrnaithe, i. e. 
faſt, alms, & prayers; though the firſt is of a radical identity with 
the Treſchia of the Greek in the compound word Ethelo-Treſchia, 
which expreſſes the ſame thing as the Irish compound Toilreraſca, 


voluntary faſt. ceſar's remark that the Gauls went over to Britain 
for perfecting themſelves in the Druidish diſcipline , shews that the 


Druids who belonyed to the colonies that paſſed over from Gaul to 
the British Iſles, carried with them & preſerved in thoſe remote re- 
ceſſes, the original doctrine of morality, poſſibly the ſame thar 


| had been handed down to them from the Patriarehal times. And if 
| thole Gauls who went to Britain for that purpoſe, had paſſed over 
to Ireland to be inſtructed by the Irish Druids ; it is quite agreable 


to reaſon to think that they would have found the primitive traditions 
ſti]l better preſerved amongſt them, than among the Britans, who 
left the continent of Gaul much later than the Guidheltan Irish. Ano- 
ther short, but curious, remark to be made on the Irish language 
is, that thongh it be not common in the other European languages,

of an Irish Dictionary. But as that ſubje& & the Enquiry that should 


attend it, would require an extenſive diſſertation to ſer it in irs due 
light; I have reſerved it for another work. which as I have hinted 
before, might in a short time be made ready for the preſs. it is fir 
to inform the Reader, that as the Irish caracters are not known o 


ſtrangers, & even far from being generally underſtood by the natives 
of Ireland, whereof but very few apply themſelves to the reading 


of Irish books or manuſcripts, it hath been judged more expedient 
& of more general uſe to print this Dictionary in the Roman & Ita- 
lick types, the Leading Irish words being in ſmall Roman Capitals, 


& the Irish exemplifications in ſmall Talicks ;|all in their true & pro- 
per Orthography. It is juſt at the ſame time to inform the Reader 
Who will doubtleſs take notice of ſeveral inſtances of repetitions of 
the ſame words in different writings throughout this Dictionary, that 
ſuch repetitions proceed partly from the difference of pronunciation 
in the four Provinces of Ireland, & partly from the ſubſtitution of 
commurable vowels & conſonants indifferently for each other. I have 
followed Mr. Harris's example in. his edition of Sir James Ware's 
works, by inſerting in an Alphabetical order in the Irish Dictionary, 
the names of the old families of Ireland, & of the territories they 
anciently poſſeſſed; but in a more ample manner than Mr. Harris 
has done. The abbreviations uſed in the Dictionary are explained at 


the heel of this Preface; & the Errata are to be found at the end 


of the Dictionary. I would recommend to thoſe who would be de- 
firous to conceive at once a general notion of the nature & radical 
conſtitution of the Irish language, to begin with reading ſucceſſively

REMARKS ON THE LETTER A, &c. 


# & He letter A is the firſt in the Alphabets of _ all langua- 
ges, though our ancient hi ſtorians inform us, as O Flaherty , upon 
the authority of the book of Lecan, obſerves, that the old Irish 
like the Mthiopians or Abyſſines began their alphabet With the 
letter B, & therefore the Iris called it Beth-luis-nion from its three 
firſt letters B L N. However, in imitation of other learned langua- 
ges, & particularly the Latin, whoſe alphabet was introduced into 
Ireland by the firſt mi ſſionaries of the Chriſtian Religion, the mo- 
dern Irish thought proper to begin their Alphabet with A. This letter 
is one of the five vowels (called cuig guthaidhe in Irish) & is pro- 
nounced broad, like aw in Englih. It is di ſtinguishied by the ap- 
pellative of Ailm, which ſeems to ſignify ſtrictly & properly the 
palm-trree, called palma nobilis, & therefore deſerves precedency ; 
alchough Mr. Flaherty notwithſtanding the affinity of the words ailm 
& palma, interprets it the fir-tree, lat. abies. It is not unlike the 
Hebrew Aleph, & the Chaldean & greek alpha. By our Gramma- 
rians it is ranked among the leathan-guthaidhe, or broad vowels ; 
and in our old manuſcripts we find a, o and u written indiffe- 
rently one for the other, as in agas ocas, agus And: as alſo in 
dear , dEor , deur 4 tear, &c. thus among the olians we find O 
written for A, as ſtrotos for ſtratos, an army, ono for ano, mea- 
ning over, or above, & the Latins have imitated them, ſaying 
domo from the greek damo , to tame, or ſubdue; as alſo Fovius 
for Fabius, according to Feſtus, & forreus , for farreus. 

A was ſometimes Written for the ea of the moderns, as dagh 
for deagh, good, &c. it begins all thoſe diphthongs which in Irish 
are called na ceithre hamharchoill ,. or the four aphthongs , vize. 
ao, aoi, ai, æ. Note that ao (which is a modern aphthong, as 
is the rriphthong aoi, & is ſub ſtituted inſtead of #& @& uſd by 
our old writers) is pronounced broad like è long, or the latin oe, 
as in the words ſaoghal an age, lat. ſæculum, & aos age , lar. ætas. 
The. triphthong aoi is pronounced like ee in the English words 
been, keen, &c. but more nearly like ui in the Irish, for which it 
has been fub ſtituted by the moderns. It is an infletion of ao & 
formed direfty from it, as from maol bald, comes maoil, & maoile 
Bald & raed: faor , daor produce alſo ſaoir, daoir, &c. ſo that 
the Irish triphthong in general 1 by adding an i, to the 
diphthong & thus ſerves to expreſſ the genitive caſe & other in- 
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fledlions of the ſame word, ds avi ſrom ao, eoi from eo, iai from 
ia, iui from iu, and uai from ua. Analogous to the genius of the 
Irish language in this manner of in flecting the diphthongs into tri- 
phthongs, it is obſervable in the Tonic Inflections of nouns that . 
they frequently uſe oio for ou in the genitive caſe: & nothing 
more common in the greek language than a vowel extraordinary, 
& ſometimes two, added in the beginning, middle or end of words, 
chat they may ſound the ſweeter, or that the verſe may flow the 
more pompous & muſical. Thus, for one example amongſt many, 
the Phenician tribe who are calld Gephyræi in the Latin edition 
of Herodotus , are written Gephyraioi in his greek original. l. 5, 
c. 57. 58. So that if we would compare both languages together , 
we ſhould find mnch agreater number of ſuch infletions & varia- 
tions in the greek, than in the Irish. And they are the leſſ puzzling 
in the latter, as the three vowels are all pronounced with one breath 
Ein one ſyllable, and as no vowel but the i is added to the diph» 
thong to form the triphthong. | 

But this fingnlarity ſeems peculiar to the Iris language, that no 
two or three vowels joined to each other in the ſame word, can 
form two different ſyllables. For which reaſon our Bards or ver ſi- 
ficators who frequently wanted to ſtretch out words by multiplying 
their ſyllables according to the exigency of their rhymes, deviſed 
the method of throwing in between the two vowels an adyentitious 
con ſonant (generally a d or g aſpirated by h) in order to ſtretch 
and divide the two vowels into two different ſyllables. And as 
this conſonant was quite foreign to the natural frame of the word, 
ſo it entirely corrupted & diſguiſed its radical formation & ſtrudture. 
It muſt be confeſſed this method has the ſantion of a reſpetable 
antiquity, & is countenanced by examples , if not precedents not 
only in the Welsh or old British language , but even in the greek, 
wherein the Folic digamma (which is the V conſonant & was pro- 
nounced by the Solics, as it is ſtill by the Germans, like F) 
was inſerted when two vowels met together, For example, the word 
Jaones was, prononnced Javones or rather Jafones , & Jaon chane 
ged into Javon , &c. vid. Stlling fleet origin. p. 560. Thus alſo an 
adventitious d is inſerted between two vowels in many Latin words 
both to diflmguish the ſyllables & prevent a hiatus, particularly in com- 
pounds whoſe firſt part conſiſts of the iterative particle re while the 
following part begins with a vowel , as in the words redarguo, redeo , 
redigo , redimo, redintegratio, &c. but certain it is notwithſtanding theſe 
examples or precedents , that this rule together with another deviſed 
in like manner by our bards or Rhymers, I mean that which is 
called caol le caol, agus leathan le Leathan, have been woefully 
de ſtrudliye to the original & radical purity of the Irish language. 


| i 
This latter rule (much of a more modern invention than the flow 
mer, for our old manuſcripts ſhew no regard to it) imports and 
preſcribes that the two vowels thus forming, or contributing to form 
two different ſyllables by the interpoſition of a conſonant, whether 
ſuch a conſonant be adventitious to, or originally inſeparable from 
the radical formation of the word, ſhould both be of the ſame 
denomination or claſſ of either broad or ſmall vowels: and this 
without any regard to the primitive elementary ſtrufure of the word. 
So that if the vowel preceding the conſonant ſhould originally hap- 
pen to be of the claſſ of broad vowels a, o, u, while the vowel 
following the ſame conſonant ſhould be of the claſſ of the ſmall 
vowels e, i, or vice verſa: in that caſe, the vowel preceding the 
conſonant being of a different claſſ from that which follows it, muſt 
either be ſtruck out entirely to make room for a vowel of the ſame 
claſſ with the following (for it is the vowel following the conſonant 
that commands the change in the preceding, without being ſubjec- 
ted to any in itſelf) or elſe an other adventitious vowel muſt be 
Placed after it of the ſame claſſ with the ſuò ſequent. 
all inſtance only in two words among ſt many others, both 
to illuſtrate thoſe two rules by way of exemplification, & to ſhew 
how prejudicial they naturally muſt have been to the primitive pu- 
rity of the Irish language, by changing, corrupting & metamorph6- 
ing a great number of its words p 4. their original & radical ſtru- 
ure. Ishall firſt exempliſy in the Irish word Gall a Gaul, plural. 
Gaill Gauls ; which are the Celtic words upon which the Latin words 
Gallus Galli have been formed. Nothing more evident from the moſt 
ancient monuments of the Irish nation, than that the national na- 
me of the firſtCelts who came to Irland (whether they arrived there 
immediately from Gaul, or rather after remaining for ſome tract 
of time in the greater British Iſle , as Mr. Lhuyd gives good grounds 
to think) was Gall in the ſengular & Gaill in the plural; & that 
their language was called Galic , or Gailic : though it is equally cer- 
tain this ſame national name of Gall, and Gaill , in the plural was af 
ter ards applied b the old natives to other colonies that followed theſe 
primitive Celts into that Iſland from different parts of tbe continent, 
& even to the English adventurers whom they called Clanna Gall, 
as well ds Sagſanaic : which muſt have proceeded both from their 
having forgot their own origin on account of the change of their 
national name from Gaill into Gaidhil, &c. and alſo from the kno- 
wiedge they traditionally preſerved of the Grulish nation, of its 
great extent, as well as of its vicinity with the British Iſles : all. 
which circumſtances occaſioned that the generality of the old Irish 
Celts & Celtiberians, who probably were the firſt planters of Ire — 
j | a n 
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land, imagined that the firangers who cams amongſt them from tims 
ito tima, whether immediatety from Britain or otherwiſe, muſt have 
originally proceeded from Gaul, Now , the Irish Bards or Rhymers 
wanting: to ſtretch out this monoſyllable Gaill into two ſyllables 
ta ſerve the exigency of their verſes & rhythmical meaſures, have 
ferſi formed it into Gadhill agreable to the former of the two rules 
now. mentioned, & when the ſecond rule caol le caol, &c. rook 
place, it required that an I or an E ſhould be thrown in before the 
conſonant d, by which means it turned out Gaidhill or Gaedhil 
inſtead of its ſimple original formation Gaill. So likewiſe the word 
Galic or Gailic meaning the Celtibernian language was changed 
into Gaidhilic or Gaedhilic genie. Gaedhilice or Gaedhilge , from- 
which laſt ſpelling it has been changed by our modern Gramma- 
rians into Gaodhailic, genit. Gaodhailge, by the unnaturat ſubſti- 
tution of ao in ſtead of the # or & of the ancients , abſolutely 
ordering that we ſhould pronounce their ao juſt as we do oe in 
the. latin word Calum. 

Guidhil , another writing of the ſame word, meaning the Irish 

people & Guidhhilic their language are found in ſome Irish ma- 
muſcripts of good antiquity , from which the moderns , by abu ſively 
ſub ſtituting 20i inſtead of vi, the carrying no other — have 
turned the ſe words into Gaoidhil and Gaoidhilic genit. Gaoidhilge , 
which is the gothic & uncouth ſhape , inwhich , to conform with the 
modern orthography , I muſt let it ſtand, in the very fronuſpiece of 
my Didionary. I have juſt hinted that Guidhil & Guidhilic is not 
to be counted a'modern manner of writing theſe words ; which truth 
is confirmed by Welsk manuſcripts of reſ pectable antiquity , he- 
rein the Irish are called Guydhil & ſometimes Guydilod & their 
language Guidhilec. Apropos to this writing of the welsh I cant but 
obſerve by the bye, that it hence appears this old nauon muſt have 
always judged the primitive Irish & the Gauls to be originally one 
' & the ſame people, inaſmuc as we find in Mr. Lhuyds Archeo- 
logia ( comparat Etymol , pag. 23. col. 3.) that the wels or old 
Brittans interpreted in their language the Latin word Gallus or Gal- 
licus by Guydhileg. a word which is plainly & literally of the 
ſame formation with thoſe whereby they diſtinguiched the Irish 
people & their language. Before I have done, with the words Gaill 
& Galic, Gailic, or Gaelic, I think it pertinent to remark that not- 
withſtanding the complex & inform ſhape of the words Gaidhil , 
Gaedhil, Gaoidhil, and Gaidhilic , Gaedhilic , Gaoidhilic, into 
which they have been changed, yet the originals from which they 
were derived are ſtill preſerved in their primitive ſimplicity , by the 
very pronunciation of theſe latter words , which is very nearly the 
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ſame as that of the former, inaſmuch as the adventitious letters dh 
are not pronounced & ſerve only to diſlinguish the ſyllables : which 
Shews that this was the only purpoſe they were firſt thrown in 
for. we should not in the miean time forget that it is to this change 
made in the words Gaill and Galic, doubtleſſ by our Heathenish 
Bards who inſerted the letter d, that we owe the important diſ- 
co very neceſſarily reſerved to their ſucceſſors who embraced Chriſtia- 
my , of them illuſtrious perſonages Gadel & Gadelus: the former 
an Usher under that Royal Schoolmaſter Pheniuſa Farſa King 
of Schythia, in his famous ſchool on the plain of Sennaar , where 
this Gadel invented the Irish alphabet & the Gadelian language, 
ſo called as it is pretended from his name; & the latter a grand- 
ſon of that King by his ſon Niul married to Scota daugther of 
Pharaoh Cingris, as our Bards call him, inſtead of Cinchres, King 
of Agypt, under whoſe reign they tell us Moles & our Gade- 
lus were Cotemporaries & great friends: and from this Gadelus our 
learned Bards gravely aſſure us that the Irish derive their name 
of Gadelians, who , they tell us, were alſo called Scots from his 
Wife the AMgyptian Princeſſ Scota. This diſcovery, I have ſaid , 
was neceſſarily reſerved to our chriſtian Bards, as their heathe= 
nish Predeeeſſors moſt certainly could have no notion of the plain 
of Sennaar, of Pharaoh, or of Moſes ; objefs not to be known 
but from the holy ſcriptures, or ſome writings derived from them 
ſuch as thoſe of Joſephus; Philo, &c. never known to the Irish 
Bards before their Chriſtianity. J have remarked in another work not 
as yet published, that our chri ſtian Bards did not loſe much time 
in availing themſelves of the ſacred hiſtory to frame this ftory , inaſ- 
much as we find it word for word in the ſcholiaſt on the life of 
S. Patrick by Fiachus Bishop of Sleipte, one of that ſaints eare 
lieſt Diſciples; which ſcholiaſt the learned & judicious Colganus 
places towards the end of the fixth century. This date is much 
earlier than that of the manuſcript called Leabhar gabhila , or the 
| book of conqueſts , wherein our ftory now mentioned is embellished 
with further circumſtances. 

The other word J mean to produce as a remarkable example & 
proof of the alteration of the primitive & radical frame of many 
words of the Irish language, cauſed by the above deſcribed rules & 
other innovations of our modern copiſts & Rhymers , as well as ty 
the corruption proceeding from vulgar pronunciation , to which in- 
deed all languages have been ſubjef (even the Latin, witneſſ the 
words nudiuſtertius, pridié, poſtridie, &c.) the word, Iſay, J 
mean to exemplify in, is Bliadhain or Bliaghain a year, lat. an- 
nus. The original formation or conſtrufion of this word was Bek: 


ain, or Beal-ain* 7, e, the circle of Belus, or of the ſun. ain 
or ainn in Irish ſignifies a great circle, as its diminutive ainne , 
vulgarly fainne , means a ſmall circle or a ring. vid ain, ainn, 
ainne infra; and Bel or Beal was the Aſſyrian, chaldæan, & Pliæ— 
nician, name of the true Cod, while the Patriarchal religion was 
generally obſerved ; & very properly, as it ſignifies Dominus or Do- 
minator in Latin. This name was afterwards attributed to the ſun , 
when theſe oriental nations generally forgot, or willingly ſwerved 
from the worship of the true God, & adored that planet as their 
chief Deity. See Gutlerus origenes mundi lit 1*. cap. 9. Schedius de 
Diis Germ. cap. 7*. Tirinus in cap. 2. Oſee v. 16. It is very cer- 
rain that the primitive Irish obſerved this idolatrous worship of 
the Sun under the name of Bel or Beal , whatever part of the world 
they derived it from, as appears very manifeſtly by thoſe religious 
fires they called Beal-reinne, which , according to all our old mo 
numents & hiſtories, they lighted with great ſolemnity on may day : 
a fat which is evidently proved by the very name whereby they 
diſtinguished that day , which is ſtill called & known by no other 
name than that of La Beal-teinne, i, e, the day of the fire of 
Bel or Belus. this ſolemnity they celebrated in honour of the Sun 
under the name of Beal on this firſt day of their ſummer, when 
the benign influence of that planet begins to woo new life to both 
the animal & vegetable world in moſt parts of our hemiſphere. 

. Now this word Bel-ain being changed by the vulgar pronuncia- 
tion into Ble-ain &- Bli-ain in which poſttion it required the inſer- 
tion of an aſpirated d org, conſequently turned out Blidhain 
or Blighain according to the former of the two rules above explained, 
& then, the latter rule of Leathan le leathan to vindicate its right 
to Share in the new creation of this word, threw in the vowel a 
before the adventitious conſonant to agree with the ſubſequent a, 


Jo that the original word having thus received two adventitious let- 


ters beſides the aſpirate h, is thereby metamorphofed from its ori- 
ginal form Bel-ain into Bliadhain or Bliäghain for ic admits of 
both theſe writings. In my general preface to this Dictionary J shall 
mention a good number of other words whoſe true radical origi- 
nals are ſcarce , if at all, diſcernable through the hideous shape 
they have been transformed into, both by vulgar pronunciation au- 
thoriſed by ignorant copiſts who had not ill enough to redify 
them , & by the inſertion of ſo many vowels & conſonants which

of the words. J Shall finish theſe remarks with obſerving that the 
word Ain or Ainn (which is the latter part of the compound word 
Bel- ain ſignifying the great circle of Belus, i, e, the ſolar circle 
or annual courſe of the Cun) is the Celtic original upon which the 
Latin word Anus was formed, it was afterwards written Annus , 
for Quintilian informs us that the Ancients did not double their 
conjonants. Varro aſſures that the proper & original ſigni fication of 
this word Anus or Annus is a circ or great circle, whoſe diminu- 
tive Anulus or Annulus ſigniſies a ſmall circle or ring. his words 
are, nam ut parvi circuli , annuli, fic magni dicebantur anni. Bur 
the word annus is now exalted to mean ſolely & properly the ſo= 
lar circle or annual courſe of the Sun, whilſt anus, its more an- 
' cient writing , is degraded to ſignify no more than the circular form 
of the podex. Vid Littleton ad voces Anus, Annus, Annulus. other 
examples, to obſerve it by the bye, of words of an honourable
